A. ASCAP (American Society of Authors, Composers, and 
Publishers) and BMI (Broadcast Music Incorporated) are the 
two performing rights organizations which assure that com- 
posers whose music is commercially performed and/or recorded 
get their legal percentage of the royalties. ASCAP is the older 
and straighter, and pays more; BMI, which came to great power 
with the prominence of Rock, has a more extensive monitoring 
system. The “BMI” and “ASCAP” on records are there to make 
bookkeeping easier for radio stations. “P.D.” means Public Do- 
main, and free for the taking. During a strike against the 
networks in the 1940's, nothing but P.D. was allowed on the air, 
and commercial.radio was cut off from contemporary popular 
music, Arthur Godfrey sang “Jimmy Crack Corn” and so did 
everybody else.

HORROR STORY 


To the Editor: 


Tish Fager’s reportage of ex- 
perimentation with aborted 
fetuses (Boston Phoenix, April 
24, 1973) adds another horror 
story to the abortion saga. Far 
from being a result of liberalized 
abortion laws, however, it is a 
product of the force behind 
much anti-abortion legislation 
— disrespect for (quality of) life, 
in favor of (agonizing physical) 
survival. Who was better off, 
those killed immediately in con- 
centration camps, or those who 
endured torture and died later, 
still never knowing release? 


Our culture elevates science to 
the status of pagan idol before 
which, as before superstition, 
common sense must bow. Is pain 
non-existent, unless we legalize 


- its presence? In the ontogeny of 


psychological ethics, restriction 
on animal experimentation 
preceded that on humans. 
Specific humane societies 
prohibit vivisection (though not 
euthanasia). This society revels 
in the prolongation of life at any 
cost — even beyond use and the 
patient’s desire. We deny any 
positive value to suicide or 
death. What is quick, humane 
death where individual integrity 
is respected and maintained, 
compared to inexplicable and 
endless agony? What is life for a 
child condemned to severe 
chemically-induced malforma- 
tion, starvation or physical or 
psychological abuse? Society 
which denies a woman abortion 
must in exchange guarantee op- 
timal care for the disputed life, 
or have no case. 


The neonate cannot plead its 
case nor understand its agony, 
but common sense knows all in- 
tact animal organisms feel and 
suffer (cf. “Johnny Get Your 
Gun’’). Women and children 
have always been legally dis- 
regarded and hence sacrificed 
lambs before science or whatever 
totem predominates. From the 
moment of conception all human 
life deserves the right to instant 
painless death with dignity (not 
necessarily legal note, however! ). 
It is inconceivable what 
knowledge could be gained by 
removing “the brain, lung, liver 
and kidneys” from a still-living 
human organism that would out- 
weight the gross ignorance im- 
plicit in such an atrocity. Far 
from punishing the woman vic- 
timized by an unbearable 
pregnancy (abortion is no easy 
choice!) or the unfortunate life

To the Editor: 

Permit me to correct a serious 
error in the May 15 issue, in an 
article by Martin Lomansey, Jr., 
entitled, “‘The Money Game 
That Beacon Hill Plays.” 

Mr. Lomansey was discussing 
the newsman’s shield bill 
currently before the state 
legislature. He said that WCVB- 
TV “was reportedly prepared to 
editorialize in favor of Segel’s 
(Rep. James Segel, D-Brookline) 
bill when it first came up but 
backed off when corporation of- 
ficers began to worry about los- 
ing their license. That is what is 
known as taking a gutsy stand.” 

Mr. Lomansey’s “reporting” 
in this case is as far brom being 
accurate as a shield bill is from 
being passed on Beacon Hill. Let 
me set the record straight regar- 
ding WCVB-TV’s editorial posi- 
tion as it relates to a newsman’s 
shield law. 

We called for an absolute 
shield law, something no one else 
in the legislature, Rep. Segel in- 
cluded, was prepared to do. We 
so stated on the air. Unlike 
others — members of the 
legislature as well as.members of 
the broadcast and newspaper in- 
dustries — we do not intend to 
tolerate any restrictions by 
government on freedom of the 


press. We certainly were not go- © 


ing to support legislation which, 
in our opinion, did not offer 
newsmen the protection they 
deserve. 

So you see, since we did, in 
fact, have an editorial stand, a 
stand far stronger than that of 
Rep. Segel, not to mention the 
positions of other local media 
outlets, the other half of Mr. 
Lomansey’s equation inevitably 
falls apart. It was not only false, 
it was insulting for The Phoenix 
to state that this station backed 
away from an editorial position 
because of concern about its 
“license.” The evidence proves it 
conclusively in this matter, and I 
can say categorically that this 
has never happened on any other 


issue. On the shield law, we not . 


only took the ‘“‘gutsy stand,”’ we 
feel we took the right stand. 

To preserve a free press, it is 
perhaps not essential that 
newsmen be respected for hones- 
ty and integrity, but it is 
decidedly helpful — especially 
when trying to pass the type of 
legislation which has triggered 
this exchange of views. Your 
reporting in this case is lamen- 
tably lacking in basic jour- 
nalistic principle. It is just such. 


_cases as this one which erode

McCord -The People’s Man Against Nihilistical Nix

Act one of the Ervin hearings ended 
last week in an outburst of theatrics I 
found astonishing. 

The first sessions were in their last 
two days. Their main task was done. 
McCord’s story was established. It was 
the story of Watergate. Simply: Nixon 
dunnit. McCord was already a media 
star. Murmuring about a memoir, he 
had the movie types panting in the 
background. Clear, unhurried, gentle, 
alert, pugnacious, amused, serious, 
together, earthy in a street way, innately 
polite, a proportioned and integrated 
person, McCord was above all not a 
Nazi, not even an ex-Nazi, whatever the 
official biography was implying. He was 
.the people’s man against Nihilistical 
Nix. 

Alch was still to speak. 


Alch’s role was to blunt McCord’s in- 
trinsic credibility. He did this by raising 
three particular questions: 

1. Why did McCord not tell him, 
Alch, of his plans to inform? 

2. How did McCord know 
Fensterwald? Who were they to each 
other before they met? 

3. Who is Fensterwald and what are 
his purposes? 

The next morning in examination the 
avuncular Ervin turned on Alch. Ervin 
is a powerful country lawyer. He made 
Alch into an evasive brat, the more easi- 
ly no doubt because still another coin- 
cidence was simmering in our minds as 
we watched, the late scandalizing of 
Alch’s seniors in the law firm of F. Lee 
Bailey, shrewdest of the shrewd. 

But Ervin could not put this over on 


his remarkable co-chairman from 
Tennessee, the subtle, remorseless 
Baker, who improvised a masterpiece of 
a speech saying between the lines that 
Ervin had broken a basic committee 
groundrule in going after Alch in that 
way, and that if Ervin was going to play 
prosecutor, he, Baker, would be obliged 
to go into the role of defense attorney, 
whereupon he proceeded to put Alch 
back together in an examination which 
surely will be admired for decades. 


New Questions 


‘ We were still savoring this sudden 
public spirit in the heretofore seamless 
Ervin committee when the last witness 
of the first act, the affable, uncom- 
prehending Baldwin, startled everyone, 


inadvertently it seemed, by muddying 
again the picture of the actual break-in 
and arrest at the Watergate. Suddenly 
Baker’s voice was measured. “‘You mean 
Hunt was in the Watergate?” Baldwin 
nodded as though he thought everyone 
knew. He had been all but excused just 
the question before. A few senators were 
half out of their seats. Ervin had the 
gavel in hand, raised. But now there 
were new questions. Maybe it was not 
strange that McCord’s acquaintance 
Shoffler of the DC tactical squad, armed 
and dressed casually and in the com- 
pany of the four other arresting officers, 
was waiting only a minute away from 
the Watergate when the young hotel 
guard found the retaped door and called 
the police. Rennie Davis talks a lot

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How Colson Set Pro-Nixon Vet Groups 


By Tom Sheehan 

In Washington they call him Nixon’s 
“‘hatchet man’. They also call him 
“brilliant and amoral.’ One former 
colleague described him as “a regular 
Svengali.” 

He’s Charles Colson, 41, a 
Massachusetts wheeler-dealer and until 
last March special counsel to Richard 
Nixon. As hatchet man he did more than 
execute unpleasant acts of vengeance on 
stubborn politicians. That work was left 
for more ordinary hatchet men. Chuck 
Colson’s special target — shot at from 
well camouflaged but compromised 
positions throughout the U.S. Govern- 
ment, the White House, and the Nixon 
campaign apparatus — was the 
democratic process itself. 

With real disregard for the limits that 
even a Tammany Hall boss would place 
on the political use of government agen- 
cies, Colson set out to fluster the doubts of 
Middle Americans about the War by, 
among other things, torpedoing the Viet- 
nam Veterans Against the War, one of the 
most credible anti-war voices and by 
creating counter organizations to give the 
impr .sion there were groups of non- 
career military who supported the 
fighting out of principle. 

The story of Colson’s efforts to 
manipulate American feeling by tamper- 
ing with veterans’ groups is one of deceit, 
annoyance, misuse of power and am- 
bitious young men. 


Dirty Tricks Dept. 


A longtime Nixon buddy, Colson joined 
the White House staff in November of 
1969 as the President’s special counsel. 
Officially, he was responsible for dealing 
with special interest groups. He also dealt 
in image work. 

To Colson, public relations meant 
organizing ‘‘citizens groups” to support 
Nixon’s economic policies, planting 
stories against administration officials 


who didn’t completely buy the White _ 


House line, and inspiring an outpouring of 
letters, phone calls and newspaper ads 
from interest groups in support of the US 
invasion of Cambodia. 

‘“‘He’s the department of dirty tricks,” 
one administration official told The Wall 
Street Journal.” 

In April, 1971 VVAW spokesman John 
Kerry (who ran unsuccessfully as the 
Democratic candidate for Congress last 
November in the Lowell, Mass. district.) 
burst into the public spotlight. The occa- 


sion was Operation Dewey Canyon III, a | 


weeklong demonstration in Washington 
that featured mass arrests of vets, vets 
sleeping on the Capitol Mall, and vets 
turning in their medals. 

It also featured a stinging denunciation 
of Nixon war policies by Kerry before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

“That particular campout was a high 
media coverage event,”’ said Melville L. 
Stephens last week. 

Stephens should know. He was there 
the whole week, following Kerry around, 
going out to lunch with him aftér Kerry’s 
Foreign Relations testimony, generally 
making the scene. 

And then one week after Kerry’s 
appearance before the committee, 
Stephens made one himself. 


“As I look around Washington today,” 
said Stephens, “... I am very offended to 
see Americans carrying the flag of the VC. 
I fear that some Americans, in their pas- 
sion for peace, have made heroes of the 
Vietcong. Let me assure you, Mr. 
Fulbright, that in South Vietnam, the 
Vietcong are not heroes.” 

Stephens gave a brief talk about Viet- 
cong atrocities and his love of the Viet- 
namese people. 

“Lieutenant Stephens,” said Nixon 
mouthpiece Sen. Hugh Scott (R-Penn.), 
“yours is a calm, quiet voice. And yet it is

But someone else did pick up on 
Stephens. And that was Chuck Colson. 

Within two weeks after his testimony, 
says Stephens, he got a call from Colson 
and was immediately hired as the White 
House consultant on veterans affairs. 


Right Man, Right Time 


“My getting hired had everything to do 
with my testimony,” said Stephens last 
week. “You could say I was the right man 
at the right time.” 

You could say that. You could also say

just as important surely that your views 
and your voice be heard in the media, on 
television and on radio. It is more difficult 
for you to draw the cameras to you 
because you are speaking rationally and 
reasonably and out of a very deep con- 
cern...” 

Scott’s remark could not have been 
more revealing. What the Nixon ad- 
ministration hoped for in the spring of ’71 
was a batch of vocal vets supporting the 
war. 

“But they were disappointed,” former 
Washington VVAW member Forrest 


Lindley said last week. ‘“‘The media did - 


not pick up on Stephens the way they did 
on Kerry.” 


Stephens had been practicing for his new 
role for months. 

He was a personal aide to Admiral 
Elmo Zumwalt, the chief of naval 
operations, for the last four months of his 
hitch in the navy, which ended in Oc- 
tober, 1970. Stephens then went on what 
he says was a “self-financed” speaking 
tour across the nation in support of Nix- 
on’s war policies. 

The tour began in January of ’71, three 
months after he left the navy, and took 
Stephens to high schools, rotary clubs, 
and to ‘“‘whoever wanted to listen to me.” 

“I was very committed to the Viet- 
namization program,” says Stephens, 
“and they weren’t many people speaking 


out in favor of it.” 

But as soon as he got hired by Colson, 
says Stephens, he met some others deeply 
committed to Nixon’s policies. 


Enter the VVJP 


As Stephens tells the story, who should 
walk into his office after he’d been on the 
job a while but one John O'Neill, a vet 
whose father had been a Navy admiral 
and who was putting together a group 
called the Vietnam Veterans for a Just 
Peace (VVJP). 

O’Neill and a group of ten to fifteen 
organizers called a Washington press con- 
ference in the spring to announce the 
group’s formation. They were soon claim- 
ing a nationwide membership of 20,000. 

“I met with them,” says Stephens, 
** just like I met with other groups.” 

“I was of course pleased to see them 
speaking out to counter the anti-war 
protest of VVAW,”’ says Stephens. “And 
O’Neill and I got to be pretty good 
friends.” 

Stephens’ version of the creation of 
VVJP clashes with that of VVAW 
member Forrest Lindley, then based in 
Washington as the group’s legislative 
coordinator. 

“As far as I can tell,” said Lindley last 
week, “Stephens was the founder of 
VVJP.” 

Stephens’ story also clashes with The 
Wall Street Journal. 

In October, 1971, Journal Washington 
correspondent John Pierson reported that 
“Colson organized a group of... veterans 
to lobby for those (Nixon’s) policies.” 

Reached last week in Washington, Pier- 


- son confirmed he was referring to VVJP 


and said he stood by the story. 
Pierson also said VVJP was organized 
out of Colson’s office by Mel Stephens. 
Colson would not come to the telephone 
last week. 


Towing the Left Line 


VVJP bore all the markings of a classic 
Colson operation. Beyond the signing of 
membership cards, local organizing was 
non-existent. Instead, the VVJP coor- 
dinators concentrated on the media, get- 
ting on the talk shows and planting stories 
whenever they had a chance. 

One of the organizers, Bruce Kesler, got 
to speak his piece on the famous op-ed 
page of the New York Times. 

“A young person in America today,” 
wrote Kesler in The Times, “is pressured 
to surrender his mind and reason to new 
left demands and excesses. And if he 
doesn’t tow the proper left line, he is a 
traitor to his generation, a war 
criminal...” 

“The antiwar veterans,” Kesler con- 
cluded, ‘‘are not ignorant of the facts, 
they merely use them to form an army of 
young people marching to their drums, 
exploiting issues, fears and people for 
their own ends... .” 


Operation Helping Hand 
Mel Stephens had other visitors during 


the summer of 1971 he was able to help in 
their desire to bring the President’s

Steve Washington’s future at 
Boston City Hospital — or lack 
of one — was to have been decid- 
ed at a BCH Board of Trustees’ 
meeting last Wednesday.

was not amused. 

The former administrative 
head of the hospital’s emergency 
floor was first suspended and 
later fired from his job after the 
hospital decided that he was un- 
qualified for the position.

followed charges by Washington - 


that police were harassing 
patients on his floor. It also 
followed a police ‘‘discovery”’ of a 
15-month-old rape warrant 
against the black Mattapan resi- 
dent.

“Boycott Gulf’’ posters on 
boarded-up, neighborhood 
buildings and have been wonder- 
ing what this boycott is all 
about? “Boycott Gulf” is part of 
a nation-wide protest against 
Gulf Oil Company’s involvement 
in Angola. 

Angola is an African country 
which since the late 1400’s has 
been ruled by Portugal. Since 
1961, Africans in Angola have 
been fighting against the Por-

tuguese government for their in- 
dependence. The United 
Nations Committee on 
Decolonization has been deman- 
ding that Portugal withdraw 
from Angola and its other 
African colonies, Mozambique 
and Guinea. Gulf, through its oil 
operation in Angola, has been 
aiding the Portuguese govern- 
ment in its efforts to hold onto its 
African territory. 

Last spring the Pan-African 
Liberation Committee (PALC), 
a group of Cambridge- and 
Boston-based Afro - Americans, 
called a boycott against Gulf Oil 
Company’s products. At that 
time, they occuppied the Har- 
vard University administration 
building to pressure Harvard to 


sell its stock in the Gulf Oil 
Company, This spring they are 
urging people once again not to 
buy or use Gulf’s oil or gasoline. 

Gulf’s Angola operation aids 
the Portuguese government in 
several ways. Gulf makes large 
payments to Portugal through 
income taxes, rent, and 
royalties. 50% of Gulf’s annual 
net profits goes to Portugal. In 
1972 alone, this amounted to 
between $33-$50 million. This 
money bolsters Portugal’s weak 
economy. In addition, Gulf 
supplies Portugal with oil. Oil is 
crucial in fighting a modern-day 
war. Weapons, tanks, 
helicopters, jeeps; and airplanes 
all need oil. Gulf also gives 
money to Portugal for building 


military barracks, and it main- 
tains a security guard force to 
defend its oil installations and 
fight off African guerrillas. 
These are just some of the 
ways in which Gulf Oil has been 
helping Portugal in its African 
war. If you want to help the 
African people who are fighting 
for their independence, you can 
boycott Gulf oil and gasoline, 
return your Gulf credit card with 
a letter of explanation, and tell 
your friends and family about 
the boycott.

Some Secrets of THE Game. 
Poker Without Tears

To begin with, I’ve probably 
misnamed this piece because the 
mere idea of playing poker 
without tears is as foreign to me 
as the weaving of a fair sized 
oriental rug. Poker is a very 
emotional game, the practice of 
which usually takes either years 
of apprenticeship, or one 
moderately serious nervous 
breakdown, to master. It is a dull 
game indeed that isn’t frequent- 


ly punctuated with gutteral. 


moans and even an occasional 
heart-rending scream. 

The real secret to playing good 
poker is in the acquisition of 
rigor mortis commonly called 
“the poker face.’’ It really 
doesn’t matter what sort of face 
you begin with, though you’re 
several jumps ahead of the game 
if you look even the slightest bit 
like Jack Palance. If you’re not 


~so blessed, take heart though. All 


is not lost and, by the judicious 
application of some of the follow- 
ing regimens, you too can 
terrorize your local dentist and 
reduce smaller children to 
whimpering. 

One method currently in 
vogue is to stare fixedly at the 
other players and chuckle 
ominously. This is quite effective 
providing the same notion hasn’t 
occurred to all the other players. 
If so, the technique should be 
abandoned immediately or the 
game will take on the 
appearance of the local somnam- 
bulists outing, with all the 
players starring glassily at one 


_another. Absurd. 


Technique number two, pop- 
ularly known as Prendergast’s 
Convention (for reasons not im- 
mediately discernable as no one 
named Prendergast is recorded 
as having been a poker adept) in- 


volves wearing a large brjmmed ~ 


hat and sunglasses while at the 
table so as to obscure the face. 
While thisis undoubtedly2ffective 


there can be repercussions, such 
as being mistaken for Truman 
Capote. In view of this, this 
technique should never be 
employed by individuals who are 
under five feet in height and 
speak with a falsetto lisp. Come 
to think of it, if you’re under five 
feét and speak with a falsetto 
lisp, you have no business play- 
ing poker in the first place. Try 
cribbage. 

Technique number three, and 
my personal favorite, involves 
picking up your cards (referred 
to professionally as “‘the hand’’) 
and crouching under the table or 
waddling into another room. 
Understandably this requires a 
large measure of trust on the 
part of the other players 
(referred to professionally as

A Cyclist of Means 


No study of poker would be 
complete without some mention 
of the relative merits of various 
charms, amulets and talismans 
employed by professional poker 
players. One piteous case that 
recently came to my attention 
involves Mr. B, a motorcyclist of 
independent means, known to 
his intimates as “Evil Lasagna’”’. 
The following is an excerpt from 
Prof. Gohier’s masterful treatise 
on the use of amulets and 
talismans in Western cultures 
entitled The Use of Amulets and 
Talismans in Western Cultures: 

The first instance of B’s 
aberration occurred when 
he won at poker con- 
sistently while wearing his 
helmet. When this initial 
success was not repeated 
he reasoned that his 
talisman, as represented 
by the helmet, was not suf- 
ficiently powerful to insure 
continued success. Under. 
the influence of this delu- 


sion, he gradually con- 
veyed increasing amounts 
of motorcycle apparatus to 
each game until he ul- 
timately refused to play 
unless seated on his Honda 
chopper. Further evidence 
as to the extent of this 
aberration is evinced in his 
firm conviction that other 
members of the game 

(notably one known as 

“the scourge of Maynard”’) 

resembled Jack Palance. 

When he was brought to 

my clinic he was indeed a 

specimen, limp in the 

arms of the attendants and 
gurgling softly. Initially he 
gave us some difficulty, 
waking in the night and 
screaming incoherently 
that Truman Capote was 
dealing him from the bot- 
tom of the deck. We were 
forced to isolate him brief- 

ly as he was becoming a 

disturbing influence on the 

other patients but with 
time he began to respond 
to treatment. Although he 
remains confined for his 
own benefit, I am pleased 
to write that, as of this 
date, he is well on the road - 
to recovery and is happily 
constructing a replica of 
the Golden Nugget casino 
out of playing cards and 
oatmeal. 

While admittedly such cases 
are irregular, to say the least, 
they nonetheless do occur and 
must be guarded against at all 
costs. Should any player exhibit 
such symptoms, even in their 
primary stages, it would be well 
to seek professional guidance 
before the aberration becomes so 
advanced that therapy becomes 
ineffective. Naturally most 
amulets don’t fall into this 
category and should not be view- 
ed with undue alarm. I myself 


habitually carry a modest stuff- 
ed cockatoo at the gaming 
tables, and I have found it most 
helpful. 

One further word to the wise, 
it is desirable to stick only to 
legitimate poker games. The 
more complicated variations 
such as “Three, Drop in the 
Ocean” and “Ducks and Dread- 
naughts”’ should be avoided 
since maintaining a good poker 
face in the play of such games is 
virtually impossible. So that you 
may recognize these they are 
played as follows: 


“Three, Drop in 
Ocean” 


Eleven cards are dealt to each 
player with additional decks 
employed should there be more 
than four players. All cards with 
the exception of red one-eyed 
jacks are wild the winner being 
determined by whatever player 
can refrain from saying 
““Constantinople”’ the longest. 


‘(Ducks and Dread- 
naughts”’ 


This is a variation on the old 
Persian game of Floz-arad pop- 
ular during, and believed by 
some to be responsible for, the 
Fourth Crusade. Instead of deal- 
ing, the players lunge 
simultaneously at the deck and 
grab as many cards as they are 
able. From then on it is played 
like cribbage with the exception ~ 
that no board is used and the 
winner determined by 
democratic election. As 
democracy was unknown in 
eleventh century Persia, high- 
hand splits with the player able 
to name the most relatives from 
memory. 
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Gasoline Shortage: Look the Road Ahead

There’s a lot more to the gas shortage 
than a lot of empty tanks. Competition 
between native New Englanders and 
tourists may force up the price of gas 
faster than it will rise in other parts of the 
country this summer. 

And meat prices are expected to in- 
crease as farmers in Mid-West co-ops fall 
short of the fuel supply they’ll need for 
machines harvesting feed grains. 

Even foreign policy is affected. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency official 
Paul Keough said that “Israel will just 
have to understand . . .” as the U.S. com- 
es to friendlier terms with oil-producing 
Arab countries. 

But the first thing you'll notice about 
the shortage is the gas stations. 

Local gas stations may be shortening 
their hours, limiting each purchase to ten 
gallons, or, as some 268 Massachusetts 
stations have already done, putting up 
the “Closed, No gas” sign. 

One third — or, 2,970 — of the service 
stations in Massachusetts are in- 
dependently owned. For the past two 
months the pumps in those independent 
gas stations have been in a Twilight Zone, 
not knowing whether they’ll be fed, 
deserted, or just put on a diet. 

It was not a good weekend for pumps, 
this past Memorial Day Weekend. Two 
yellow regular gas pumps and two red 
super-regulars at Jerry’s Shell station in 
Framingham stood fasting in the rain the 
whole time. 

Around noon on Saturday the hoses had 
slurped their last slurp from the tanks, 
and from then on it was all downhill. For 
the next three days customers who asked 
for regular were told, “Sorry. No regular. 
But we have plenty of high test.” Half of 
them took the hint and bought high test. 
Many, notably the owners of economy 
cars such as Volkswagons and Vegas, 
drove on. Business was so slow that owner 
Jerry Romano sent everybody home ex- 
cept three high-schoolers he employs 
part-time. 

“We could have sold 2,000 gallons (of 
regular and super-regular) in that time,” 
Charles Kruse said of the thirsty 
Memorial Day weekend. Kruse is “in 


charge of the station when (Romano) is 


not around.” 

By 2 p.m. Tuesday, when the holiday 
weekend was over, the Sheil fuel truck 
drove in to Jerry Romano’s service station 
and filled the red and yellow tanks. 
Romano was lucky. Many service stations 
can’t get a refill. 

Two weeks ago the national figure for 
those closed down stood at 562 stations. 
At that time some 1,376 stations were 


' threatened with shut-down, according to 


the Office of Emergency Preparedness in 
Washington. 


All Fuels Short 


Major gas companies — Exxon, Stan- 
dard Oil of California, Texaco, Gulf Oil

and Mobil, to name a few of the biggies — 
say they are short on both crude oil and 
refined oil, and thus are unable to meet 
the rising demand for gasoline and fuel 
oil. Gasoline consumption in the U.S.A. is 
up 6.9 percent from last year. 
Massachusetts’ rise was far above the 
national estimate at 9.4 percent over last 
year... 
The first ones to feel the squeeze are the 
independently owned service stations. 
According to Environmental Protection 
Agency information officer Paul Keough, 
independent gas stations are being 
systematically squeezed out of the 
market. Port, Old Colony and Tulsa 


stations seem to be the most hard hit in | 
“the New England area, with 80 percent of 


the Port stations in the process of being 
shut down now. 

The fuel crisis will have long-range 
effects on the price of meat (and other 
foods), on summer vacations, U.S. foreign 
policy in the Middle East, on all services 
from transportation to hospitals, the con- 
sumers’ pocketbook, and pollution. Last 
is not least in this list. Environmentalists 
welcome the advent of the dollar-a-gallon 


gas: 

“TI daresay that the price of gas will go 
up to a dollar a gallon in the next few 
years and I’m glad about it,” said Harvey 
O’Connor, author of two books about the 
oil industry and former research director 
with the Oil Worker’s Union. 


“Maybe people won’t be polluting the 
air so goddam much. This is a big fat-ass 
country, thinking they can use up the 
whole world’s resources.” 

O’Connor does raise an interesting, if 
familiar point. With only six percent of 
the world’s population, our country uses 
35 percent of the world’s energy. New 
England accounts for 85 percent of the 
nation’s total energy consumption (this 
includes electricity as well as home 
heating oil and gas.) So although a hand- 
ful of Congressmen are working on bills 
that they hope would ease the crisis by 
giving the President the power to ration 
gasoline according to immediate need, 
other groups would like to see the country 
run on much less oil than the 16 million 
barrels a day (at 42 gallons per barrel) 
now in demand. Their plans call for im- 
proved and more extensive public 
transportation systems. But people have 
been yelling about public transportation 
for a long time. Some newer suggestions 
have come about with the energy crisis: 

A possible amendment to the Clean Air 
Act is a proposal that new cars have to run 
20 miles to the gallon. Domestic cars now 
average 13.5 miles to the gallon. Many of 
the heavier U.S.-built cars burn gas at an 
astonishing rate: the Ford Country 
Squire, for example, travels only 7.8 miles 
on a gallon of gas. 

Most foreign-built cars fall well above 
the.20 miles to the gallon mark. 


Volkswagons average 21.7 miles on a 
gallon of gasoline, and the new Japanese 
Honda (auto) gets 25.8 miles. 

There also has been talk of imposing a 
50 miles an hour national speed limit dur- 
ing the fuel crisis. Advocates for im- 
plementation of such a limit point out 
that a car travelling at 60 m.p.h., will go 
11 percent further than one travelling at 
70 m.p.h., and a drop to 50 m.p.h. allows 
a car to go 20 percent further than it 
would at 70 m.p.h. 


A New Gas Tax? 


To encourage voluntary rationing, and 
reduce the strain on oil producers, varying 
forms of taxation have been proposed on 
the federal level. Estimates of the tax fall 
near ten cents per gallon. 

In an attempt to insure that everyone 
gets his fair share, William Simon, chair- 
man of the national Oil Policy Committee 
and deputy Treasury Secretary, an- 
nounced a scheme that would set 
guidelines for an equitable allocation of 
oil products to independent stations and 
refiners as well as company-owned 
marketers. 

“They just gave us the word that we can 
only have the amount (of gasoline) we 
pumped last year,” Charles Kruse, of 
Jerry’s Shell, said. Kruse said that with 
increasing demand for gas, the station is

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the Church Changing Stance Gays?

To the general public, the Rev. Dr. 
William Alberts, pastor of Boston’s Old 
West Church, is “that minister who is get- 
ting the axe for performing a gay 
marriage.”’ There is strong circumstantial 
evidence that that is the case. 

But behind the furor which may cost 
Bill Alberts his job is yet another story: 
that Boston’s top ecclesiastical leadership 
is changing its mind about homosexuali- 
ty. 

Phoenix interviews last week with 
Episcopal Bishop John M. Burgess, Mass. 
Council of Churches’ General Secretary 
the Rev. C. Joseph Spragg, and the Rev. 
Avery D. Post, head of the state’s largest 
Protestant denomination, revealed a 
decided liberal bent on the topic among 
those leaders. Also, what has been largely 
ignored, is that perhaps the strongest 
progressive stance has been taken by 
United Methodist Bishop Edward G. 
Carroll — whom the public seems to think 
is removing the Old West pastor because 
of the gay wedding. 

While the clergymen differed in their 
interpretations of the objective morality 
of homosexuality, all four said they would 
support changes in the law to, in effect, 


decriminalize homosexual activities 


between consenting adults. The 
churchmen also concurred that the 
church’s ministry to homosexuals 
generally should not be to convince the 
gays to become straight. 

Each leader stressed that he was speak- 
ing as an individual, and there was a 
recognition that the positions taken would 
probably not be representative of majori- 
ty church opinion. The leaders’ remarks 
would be far from drawing accolades from 
the gay liberation moyement, but they do 
represent a change of attitude that has 
not previously been chronicled. 

The same set of questions put to the 
four leaders were also asked of Humberto 
Cardinal Medeiros, who through a 
spokesman would say only that a 
forthcoming issue of the diocesan weekly 
The Pilot would “‘contain a detailed ex- 
planation of the Catholic Church’s 
teachings on the morality of homosexuali- 
ty. There is some evidence, however, that 
the Boston archbishop has a more 
pastoral attitude towards homosexuality 
than might be expected from the church’s 
theological line.

The strongest support for homosexual 
rights has come from Bishop Carroll. On 
two separate occasions, the United 
Methodist leader has said not only that he 
could support ‘‘ceremonies of com- 
mitment” between members of the same 
sex — as long as they are not called 
‘marriages’ — but has called for changes 
in the law to allow homosexuals to live 
together and — even more significantly — 
has said that a gay couple should get some 
of the same legal benefits (including the 
tax breaks) available to heterosexual 
couples. 

Bishop Burgess was not as specific in 
his remarks as the Methodist leader, but 
he did tell The Phoenix that he feels 
“what consenting adults do in private is 
their business, not the state’s. . . I would 
say that the general character of the laws 
that dub these (homosexual acts) ‘crimes’ 
ought to be removed from the law books.” 

“But,” the leader of Episcopalians in 
Eastern Massachusetts continued, “this 
does not say that the church feels such 
acts are no longer sinful . . . I think there 
is a core of Judeo-Christian morality here 
that we must respect.” Asked whether his 
comments inferred that homosexuality is 
sinful, he explained: “At this point, I 
could not say. 

“Many psychiatrists look at homosex- 
uality from different levels, and there are 
certain ways in which homosexuality can 
sometimes be the symptom of something 
more basically wrong. . . The trouble is, 
the public says simply that homosexuali- 
ty is bad. I’m certainly not prepared to 
say that, or that homosexuality as such is 
a sickness.” 

The Rev. Avery D. Post, minister and 
president of the Massachusetts 
Conference, United Church of Christ (the 
state’s largest Protestant denomination) 
observed that neither the state body nor 
the (national) General Synod had made 
any policy statements about homosex- 
uality, and that his comments reflected 
only his personal views. 

“Accepting homosexuality as a fact and 
a given reality,” he said, “‘I am concerned 
immediately and urgently with the civil 
rights of persons who have such identity 
and relationship. One of the tasks of the 
church is to join other institutions in 
clarifying, -protecting and winning those 


rights. Full justice for homosexuals must 
not be impaired and long-standing and 
hurtful discriminations must not go un- 
challenged.” 

Mass. Council executive, Rev. Spragg 
said that he, too, would support changes 
in any oppressive sex laws. ‘“‘When two 
people have made in-depth commitments 
to each other, how they play and live out 
their commitments to each other seems to 
me to be their business. What does hang 
me up is a slam-bam-thank-you-ma’am 


kind of sexuality I think violates per- . 


sons.” 


Legalities 


Nowhere in the United States is 
marriage between persons of the same sex 
recognized as such by the state. Some 
states specifically prohibit such gay un- 
ions, but according to Boston attorney 
Richard ‘Rubino, the marriage statutes 
usually don’t specifically rule out same- 
sex marriages. ‘Marriages between two 
persons of the same sex are not specifical- 
ly prohibited in Massachusetts,” said 
Rubino, ‘except on the basis that clerks 
don’t issue marriage licenses to persons of 
the same sex.” 

The two arguments most frequently 
given for refusal of a marriage license, he 
said, are that “marriage is for the procrea- 
tion of the race” and that other laws 
prohibit certain types of sexual activity , 
and that licensing a gay marriage would 
be giving license to break those other 
statutes. 

“The marriage laws are not going to 
change until the laws on sexual activity 
between consenting adults change,” con- 
tended Rubino. 

Eight states, however, not including 
Massachusetts, have adopted a model 
legal code which does away with 
penalties for homosexual activity 
between consenting adults. Attempts to 
adopt the model code for this state went 
down to defeat on Beacon Hill last 
month. Another attempt, to change the 


Commonwealth’s present sex code on the. 


grounds that it is unconstitutional, failed 
in the Supreme Judicial Court within the 
past year, Rubino added, although a 
simHar law has been declared un- 
constitutional in the State of Florida. 


Rev. Avery Post «: 
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Moralities 


The moral argument against homosex- 
ual unions springs, for the most part, from 
the belief that only sex between males 
and females is ‘“‘natural.’’ That belief, in 
turn, rests heavily upon an observation 
that most sex — in the animal world — 
takes place between males and females 
for the purpose of procreating the species. 
Therefore ‘‘marriage’’ is reserved for the 
purpose of sanctifying that procreative in- 
tent. That, at least, is the argument at 
one level. 

It is, essentially, as Bishop Carroll 
stated in his official Methodist 
newspaper: ‘‘Marriage is a term applied 
to the mutual relation of husband and 
wife for the purpose of procreating 
mankind and strengthening family life. . 


All of the ecclesiastical leaders inter- 
viewed expressed a concern that there is 
something essential about heterosexual 
marriage that might be lost by allowing 
homosexual unions use of the term. 

But it was difficult for Bishop Carroll to 
defend his position — in any other than a 
circular fashion — when he was con- 
fronted on May 7 by a group of gays 
protesting his reported plans not to reap- 
point Alberts as pastor of Old West 
Church. 

After the bishop explained that he con- 
sidered marriage to be for the procreation 
of the race, he was asked: “Does that 
mean, then, that you would not marry a 
man and woman who planned not to have 
children?” 

“No,” answered the bishop. “I would 
marry them. Because the potential of 
procreation is still there.” 

“Then what,” came the rejoinder, 
“‘would you say if the couple were 
sterile?” 

“You don’t seem to understand,” the 
bishop complained. ‘‘Marriage is reserved 
for males and females.”’ And so it went. 

There is a deeper sense, though, at 
which the “natural law” argument for 
defining marriage as a strictly heterosex- 
ual affair operates. The Rev. Spragg 
alluded to that deeper meaning in his 
comments: 

“There is a kind of symbolic power in

Kennedy Library: Mini-Expo and Glass

I have a present from I. M. Pei in my 
purse. It is a silver figurine, very small, 
about the size, say, of a thumbnail; or (to 
make this fraught - with - meaning) the 
height of the head on a dime and the 
width (again symbolic) of a splinter. 

My palm-to-palm gift would even fit in 
the inner elipse of a paper clip; a small 
token, dye-stamped, sleek, a common doll 
device by which architects show the scale 
of their ostensible subjects (people) in 
relation to their ostensible environments 
(buildings). 

One of Pei’s people gave me the figure 
to calculate for myself the exact relation 
of us mortals to the 85-foot glass pyramid 


center of their concrete square monu- * 


ment. The monument, in case you hadn’t 
heard, is called the John F. Kennedy 
Library. It will cost $27,000,000. And, if 
bureaucracy doesn't-run true, the MBTA 
will relinguish its site, the Harvard 
Square trolley car barns by the first of the 
year. Its architect is I. M. (‘don’t call me 
windy, George’) Pei. Its due date is 1976. 
It will have a park, a museum, a library, 
and Harvard’s Kennedy Institute of 
Politics. It will occupy five or so of the 
122 acres. 

But, wait, I hear the clink of my sliver 
of silver. 

For the funny thing is that the 
architects’ figure now lost in the crevice of 
my purse seemed far more lost last week: 
how slight, fragile, incidental it appeared 
jabbed into the model pavilion of that big 
block of a building — the square win- 
dowless structure, the 420-foot long walls 
circling round its peaked glass, the wind- 
inviting riverside plaza — presented to 
the press at the Parker House last Tues- 
day. 


Not that my figurine stood alone. It had 
neighbors; there were other figures. In the 
vernacular that passes for planning in this 
project, they were called “‘visitors.”” When 
the monument people talk about their 
whopping library, it always seems to be in 
terms of “visitors.” Not neighbors, or

residents. Which is funny, if you keep 
your eyes glued to the table, folks, 
because the model showed many more 
such figure-visitors than cars to carry 
them even by threes and fours into Cam- 
bridge. Which, of course, is not really so 
funny if you listened to Pei or the 
Kennedy Corporation director Stephen 
Smith skip over the number of cars as 
cars: ‘“‘Only six or seven percent increase 
in traffic” is what they kept saying even 
though you could see Cambridge Mayor 
Barbara Ackerman boring in on the auto 
problem at the press conference; or recall 
the Harvard Square Task Force figuring 
out that percent at 5000-6000 extra cars in 
the Square to the community meeting on 
‘the Tuesday before the Tuesday press 
conference. 


A Goodly Clan 


Naturally, there was a goodly Cam- 
bridge - Harvard - Kennedy clan assembIl- 
ed for the press date, the (more sym- 
bolism) 56th birthday of John F. 
Kennedy; hot under the lights, invoking 
the ‘millions of people (who) have con- 
tributed pennies, nickels and dimes,” dis- 
pensing the skimpiest press kit of 
statistics in memory, assembling all the 
proper stateside figures plus Caroline 


Kennedy who seems a good kid enough to 


lay Greek demons to rest. Even Pei 
managed what passed for a smaile as 
Governor Sargent made his snap-pop 
crack of the morning: “I see a great deal of 
glass here,”’ he said of the monolithic 
miniExpo. 


Otherwise, everyone smoothed fur, laid 
on hands, or kept hands off. One Can- 
tabridgian called it a “conspiracy of quiet.”’ 
But even the nearer - my - god - to - thee 
elite of the immediate Neighborhood 10 
has been less than noisy in opposition to 
the super-sized structure since that day, 
eight years ago, when a grieving or simply 
politic Cambridge City Council granted 
the Family Kennedy the pick of the ‘T’ 
acreage. Likewise, the currently 
negotiating Harvard Square Task Force 
— middlemen between neighborhood op- 
position and the Kennedys — describes 
itself as just that ‘“‘middlemen,” in the 
words of chairman Oliver Brooks. The 
more hostile less middling groups are also 
less intimate to the Kennedy dialogue.

Yet, even those most ardent in opposi- 
tion have been swayed by Pei. His 
aesthetic is eloquent. Hear him articulate 
on the glass pavilion’s ‘orientation 
space,” the flag dribbling 85 feet above, 
the audio-visual material droning in the 
sunken garden below. Hear him wield 
words “that we can build lightly and 
maintain the scale, volume and bulk of 
the Harvard Houses.” Hear Pei and you 
forget to see . . . to see the Boston water- 
front out-scaled by his twin Harbor 
Towers; the Fenway neighborhood walled 
off by his Vatican-style Christian Science 
Church complex. The John Hancock’s 
Plywood Tower would have wiped out 
weaker reputations; Government Center, 
worked out under Edward Logue, punc- 
tuated by the fine Kallman and 
McKinnell City Hall, works best where it 
works less sweepingly, in the curving, 
most intimate, shall - we - say least Pei- 
ian places; the places most unlike the 
over-lavish scale, the LBJ-ranch ethic of 
the superstructure for Harvard Square. 
In eight years, Pei and the- Kennedys 
have paid today’s planning tithe: a cer- 
tain amount of parlor talk with the com- 
munity. But models talk too. Designs 
bear date tags and question marks. Park- 
ing lots are not prettifiers. Only, one has 
- to look to see. Look hard at another lane 
of cars for Memorial Drive, at the widen- 
ing of the pedestrian passalong of 
Boylston Street; notice that the model’s 


55-foot high block on Boylston street 
bears the label Phase II and a very fuzzy 
Harvard due date of 1983-8. Predict the 
usual decade(s) of parked cars and arriv- 
ing autos around its monastic windowless 
walls. As for the much-touted “related 
facilities,” three money-making acres for 
the city, observe that they still lack life or 
even the conversational consideration 
alloted to busing across the river. 


Concrete Cloisters 


No political man is an island. But the 
plans read that those who study politics 
at the Kennedy Institute will be cloistered 
in concrete halls. 

Or will they? 

A look at other national memorials 
suggests an even worse alternative. The 
grim commercial havoc wrought by 
tourists in Abilene, Kansas, or Hyde Park 
bear the marks of a society that honors its 
heroes with airport art and honky-tonk 
homage. Brattle Street peddlers with 
“cast iron rockers,’’ one woman predicted 
at the mentioned community meeting. 

“Not parallel,” says Kennedy Corp. 
chieftain Smith. The implication is that 
It Can’t Happen Here for Harvard 
Square’s civilized elite. But why not? 

Development pressures, university 
pressures, people pressures already at 
steam kettle intensity along the river will 
burst, Cambridge people fear. ‘The 
Kennedy Library will be not just a big 
Institute,” says militant Councilwoman 
Saundra Graham. “It will have its 
spinoff.” 

“If not the Kennedy Library, what?” 


asks Smith. Fair ae 

But such what - is - the - alternative 
speeches numb the ste these days. Find a 
piece of land sizzling on the griddle of 
free-wheeling avarice, find an opportunist 
making the most of his opportunity and 
the what - is - the - alternative flag raises 
the real estate ethic, American en- 
trepreneurship at its most callous . . . as 
the Kennedys fighting the developers in 
their own Cape Cod neighborhoods might 


tell you. 
The Alternatives 


The Cambridge community, less than 
nimble of foot, strong of will, or united of 
purpose has come up with two alter- 
natives, however: 

Alternative one — project review: 

The way of adjustments might work 
miracles; at any rate, anti-monument 
forces have lodged themselves within the 
trenches of Design Review. A handful of 
reviewers are picked to survey Pei’s han- 
diwork. They could decide, say, that the 
sparkling pinnacle is Barnum and 
Bailey’s rather than gracious and grand; 
that the structure’s openings to the city 
is minimal; that the concrete even if brick 
faced inconsistent with the small-scale 
brick city. And more . . . on the parking, 
the planning, the .. . 

Question: How much say will the Pro- 
ject Review team have? 

Pei: “This (the model) is a concept. 
The details will be considered. 

Question: You mean the plan is already 
fixed? 

Pei: “I think the overall concept is.” 


Alternative two: environmental impact 
statement. 

The new tool hangs over the head of 
mindless developers, Damocles-style, un- 
tested but potent. “As a governmental 
facility, it (the library) doesn’t pay tax- 
es.” So, then, — “as a governmental 
facility” (under the General Services Ad- 
ministration) — Why shouldn’t it follow 
the new governmental procedures? 


Unlike other neighborhood battles, 
status quo is obviously no alternative. 
The MBTA yards are a wasteland. The 
ailanthus trees, stubborn sometimes 
handsome weeds, bloom beside the park- 
ing meters in its paradise of potholes. 
Even the most hostile to Harvard would 
probably grudge the university and the 
family library-school space here. 


As for the university. .it is hard to say 
who whould get the Blue Ribbon for Low 
Profile — Harvard’or the Cambridge 
Planning Department’s decades of non- 
planning. The Kennedy complaint of past 
silence is apt enough. On the other hand, 
it takes time to overcome the local tradi- 
tion not to nettle, never mind attack the 
Kennedys, even with the current anti- 
neighborhood conception. 

“If Jack were here, he wouldn’t want 
it,” one old Cambridge pol tells me with 
great certainty. His article of faith is 
enchanting here in the shadow of the 
monolith model and glamorous photos. 
But it doesn’t increase the strength or 
stature of that little figurine squashed in 
my purse and lost in the landscape of the 
JFK shrine.

sure to be out of gas “three or four days 
before the end of the month, and possibly 
as much as a week short.” He explained 
that the station would probably borrow on 
its July allowance when the pumps run 
dry at the end of June. “But then we’re 
stuck at the end of July even shorter (of 
gas) than we'll be in June,” he said. 

Although these measures may help dis- 
tribute the gasoline with some equality, 
little is being done to increase supplies. 
The Department of Interior estimates 
that by 1980 that national demand will 
reach 20.8 million barrels a day. That will 
involve a lot more imports than our pre- 
sent 16 million barrels daily calls for, and 
most of the oil will have to come from the 
Middle East. We now import two and a 
half million barrels a day total from 
Venezuela and the Middle East. Major oil 
companies are urging Congress to actively 
support the construction of a pipeline 
from the North Slope oilfields of Alaska, 
or from Alberta and the far Arctic reaches 
of Canada to bring added supplies. 


Farm Machines Idle 


In the meantime, some farm machines 
stand idle in the fields of the Midwest. 

“The federal government told farmers 
to cultivate an additional 40,000,000 acres 


this year,” in an attempt to bring down 
food prices, said Kenneth Neilson, direc- 
tor of all sales for Farmland Industries, 
which supplies farm supplies (including 
gasoline) to 2,100 member co-operatives 
in 14 states, “from Texas to Canada, and 
from Colorado to Illinois.”” Farming those 
extra acres will be impossible, Neilson 
said, because “You have to have fuel to 
farm the farms, and there’s a real shor- 
tage.”’ Farmland trades its import tickets 
to major oil companies for crude oil, 
which they then refine themselves. “The 
problem is, we haven’t been able to trade 
our import tickets for crude because the 
industry tells us it’s not economical to 
trade when foreign oil is so expensive. So 
we can’t run our refineries at capacity.” 

Neilson said the first crops to suffer will 
be feed grains — oats, soybean, milo and 
corn — thus automatically forcing up the 
price of meat. 

Midland Co-operative’s Director of 
Petroleum Werner Johnson said, “In 
many cases they (large oil companies) 
have discontinued supplying us at all.” 
Midland serves 350 petroleum co-ops 
(which in turn serve 600 farmer’s co-ops) 
in the Midwest. 

“People gets lots of money so they just 
go around wasting oil, riding snow- 
mobiles,” Johnson said. “And at the same 
time we aren’t allowed to build enough oil 
refineries because they stink!” 

No new oil refineries have been built in 
the U.S. for at least the past three years. 
There are no major oil refineries in New 
England now, but it’s estimated that the 
Northeast will need seven new refineries, 


producing a total of 100 million barrels a 
day, if the demand is to be met by 1980. It 
would take three to five years to construct 
these refineries, or to build the pipeline 
from Canada that could satisfy some of 
New England’s demands. A pipeline from 
the North Slope of Alaska would, by the 
way, not supply the East Coast with any 
oil, and would barely satisfy the rapidly 
expanding needs for petroleum on the 
West Coast. 


Why the Shortage? 


Why did the shortage happen? Some 
say the major oil companies manufac- 
tured the fuel crisis to (1) call attention to 
the need for a North American pipeline, 
either to Alaska or Canada, and/or (2) to 
eliminate the competition of independent 
marketers of gasoline. Whatever the 
reasons, the source of the problem 
probably lies far below the parrotted reply 
from the oil industry which goes 
something like this: 

Once upon a time. . . late last summer, 
August, to be exact, Richard M. Nixon 
called for a price freeze. This was fine for 
gasoline, which is at its highest market 
levels in the month of August, but it was 
not so fine for home heating fuel, which 
was at its lowest. 

To maximize profits, the oil industry 
continued making gasoline long past the 
summer months, instead of changing over 
(as is their custom) in early September to 
the production of heating fuels. They 
waited and they waited before they 
changed over to processing home heating 


fuel, and when they finally started 
producing the fuel they were caught short 
of supply. Thus, the heating oil scare, a 
cold reality to many Americans last 
winter. They worked to raise the levels of 
home heating fuel, but couldn’t catch up 
with demand. And when change-over 
time came again (this one from heating 
fuel to gasoline) the industry was late 
again. In March, when the nation should 
have been at its highest gas levels, we 
were at our lowest. And there we are, the 
victims of a gas shortage. © 

So here we are, accustomed to large 
supplies of gasoline but prevented from 
acquiring them, and “squawking like a 
bunch of stuffed pigs” at our distress, as 
Harvey O’Connor likes to put it.

Standing the School Bus Door 


State Senator Dan Foley of Worcester 
was holding forth on a motion to send an 
anti-busing bill to the Supreme Judicial 
Court for a legal test before final passage. 
“This bill,’”’ thundered Foley, “politically 
takes the governor off the hook. Where’s 
the sense in that?” 

That one particular comment takes the 
busing controversy down to its essentials. 
Few politicians deal in the rights and 
wrongs of this issue or even the facts. It is 
a political issue; pure and simple. When 
the crunch comes — be it in the State 
Senate, the House or the Boston School 
Committee — the pols will vote on the 
political aspects of busing not on whether 
integration will be ultimately beneficial 
to the society. 

The legislature has fooled around with 
the state’s Racial Imbalance Law since it 
went on the books eight years ago. Every 
year there would be measures filed to 
repeal the bill or severely cripple it. This 
year anti-busing appears to be an idea 
whose time has come. For the first time 
the House voted to repeal the law. Since 
the reps knew it was unlikely the Senate 
would concur they hedged their bets by 
passing crippling amendments to the act. 

The key amendment came up for final 
consideration in-the Senate last week. By 


a vote of 25-to-12, the upper chamber 


“engrossed” (gave final approval) to a bill 
which would prohibit the busing of school 
children without written parental con- 
sent. The measure also establishes—in 
writing—the right of a child to go to a 
neighborhood school. ; 

In a rare move, Senate President Kevin 
Harrington acted to restore some sanity to 
the proceedings. He stepped down from 
the chair to vote for and whip through an 
amendment which would send the bill to 
the Supreme Judicial Court for a legal 
test. The Salem. senator then moved 
reconsideration and asked that it be put 
off until June 25, giving the highest state 
court an opportunity to study the 
measure. The Senate went along—reluc- 
tantly. 

In the wake of that decision, legal ex- 


_ perts agree that the measure will probably 


never reach the governor’s desk. Such 
laws have gone on the books in other 
states and promptly declared un- 
constitutional by courts. In a New York 


case, such law was overturned by decision 
of the Supreme Court. The other key 
aspect of the bill—the right of a child to 
go to the nearest school—has been struck 
down in cases out of Austin and Corpus 
Christi, Texas. 


There is little doubt given the legal 
precedents that the SJC will render a 
decision that the measure is inherently 
unconstitutional. 

So—in a way—we are back to square 
one on busing. Boston is going to have to

adopt a policy of busing to relieve 
segregation—whether they are forced to 
do it by the threat of loss of state funds or 
by a federal court. Buried in the papers 
the same day last week that the Senate 
considered the anti-busing bills was a 
small story noting that the hearing officer 
in the legal fight between the State Board 
of Education and the Boston School Com- 
mittee had found in favor of the board 
with minor modifications. The board 
must now reapprove the plan—which in- 
volves redistricting and some 
busing—and the scheme will then go to 
the SJC for a final ruling. 

Even if all comes out in favor of the city 
on the state level, the School Committee 
still faces a federal suit. Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity, Jr. recently took the extraor- 
dinary step of allowing the plaintiffs in a 
case (the NAACP in this one) to: present 
new evidence after final pleas had been 
heard. Garrity allowed the NACCP to 
present testimony on the School Com- 
mittee decision to give a new building 
originally built for Boys’ English 
(predominantly black) to Girls’ Latin 
(predominantly white.) Even the head- 
mast of English—who owes his job to the 
committee—blasted that decision as 
“racist.”” The facts of that particularly 
repulsive vote by the School Committee 
just add that much more to the case that 
Boston not only maintains segregated 
schools but has waged a conscious effort 
to avoid changing the situation. There 
have been no stands in the school house 
door yet but the actions taken by the 
School Committee over the past eight 
years have been just as symbolic and just 


as segregationist as any taken by Ross 


Barnett or George Wallace. 

This city will undergo a major upheaval 
when bus finally comes to school. Local 
pols have created the illusion that no bus- 
ing now takes place in Boston (in fact, 60 
percent of Boston’s students are now bus- 
ed; chiefly to promote segregation.) The 
School Committee, in particular, has 
created an atmosphere in which violence 
not unlike that which greeted desegrega- 
tion in the South is not unlikely. The 
hearing officer in the state-city case, Dr. 
Louis Jaffee, took note of this when he

Memorial Day weekend 
marked—among other things—the Se- 
cond Annual Convention of the Feminist 
Party. 

Highlighting the affair were a “pee-in” 
in Harvard Yard to protest the dis- 
crimination of pay toilets; various 
feminist-oriented workshops (with the 
usual self-defense/sexuality/daycare 
themes mingled with a highly provocative 
discussion on ‘‘Women, Media & 
Watergate”; a non-sexist rendering of 
Cinderella performed by children; and a 
Sunday service complete with a 
“Feminist Un-Liturgy.” 

Held mostly at the congenial but badly 
heated Charles Street Meeting House, ex- 
cept for a few parlays at the ad hoc 
Feminist Party Suite in the Ritz Carlton, 
the Friday-to- Monday seemed to the out- 
sider a madcap scramble of poor organiza- 
tion. During the huge stretches of un- 
scheduled time, the church’s un- 
derground coffee house was the gathering 
point for the disaffected, who grumbled, 
over pastry, about the state of the Party. 
When all was said and done, many were 


-left with a bad case of nervous exhaustion. 


The first order of business was 
definition: What is the Feminist Party? 

The answer, for all convened, seemed to 
be that the Feminist Party (F.P.) begins 
and ends with Flo Kennedy, a dynamic 
56-year-old black woman lawyer and 
author who displays more gusto and 
guts—and gall—in a single press con- 
ference than most women (or men) can 
muster in a lifetime. 


Lou Shields, who runs a local one- 
woman PR firm and has taken the F.P. on 
as client cum cause, has said of the Party, 
“It had 4 members and 3 purges. Now it 
has 7 members.” 

What she refers to is the small coterie of 
women, black, white youthful and 
ageless, who revolve around Flo, much in 
the tradition of the early CP or today’s PL 
cells. 

Radiating from the core group are 118 
F.P. chapters in such unlikely places as 
Maine, Florida, Idaho and even Las Vegas 
and Toronto, Flo claims. Her job is to 
travel from city to city re-instilling in 
these tiny chapters the sense of 
iconoclastic militancy that distinguishes 
her own style. 

But Flo is long on rhetoric and short on 
programs, and in an interview at the Ritz, 
the only solid tactics she could offer were 
a boycott on potatoes except for those 
grown by a feminist truck farmer in 
Maine, Poppy Kennedy, and a drive to 
get the Equal Rights Amendment passed. 


The Feminist Line 


The rest was straight Yippy with a 
feminist touch, and in phraseology so flip 
that it defies sober comment. The 
Feminist Party line,A to Z, reads like this: 

““A) Abortion and acupuncture by ex- 
pert pro’s and paraprofessionals. 

“B) Bust bigotry and business delin- 
quency by any means necessary. 

“C) Choose candidates committed to 
free child care and contraceptives...” 

That’s as good a place as any to stop for 
the single most annoying aspect of the 
F.P. Convention was that there was no 
daycare provided. 

“H” is “Halt horizontal hostility now.” 
This part of the creed refers largely to the 
serious in-fighting in the women’s health 


movement. Flo’s legitimate concern is 
that any attacks within the movement 
will weaken efforts to establish non-sexist 
primary health care for women and their 
children, including, of course, family 
planning and ortion. 

But she herself created a grave split 
Convention weekend by considering for 
the H.P. Health Award a doctor (that is, 


PhD) who has contributed to health care’ 


nothing less than a new abortion method 
that did nothing more than seriously en- 
danger the lives of twenty black women. 

As documented in the March issue of 
Science for the People, and the latest edi- 
tion of Off Our Backs, Dr. Harvey Kar- 
man had the twenty victims bussed from 
Chicago to Philadelphia to try his new 
“super-coil’”” technique of spontaneous 
abortion. On Karman’s initiation, the ex- 
periment was viewed by a New York 
public television station, even over the 
objections of the Philadelphia health 
collective women who were helping with 
the operations. Most of the women 
aborted had serious complications, 
“higher than that of any other second 
trimester abortion method which is 
currently used,” says Science for the Peo- 
ple. Karman also has experimented with 
women in Bangladesh, 100 of whom died, 
according to Village Voice writer and 
author of Vaginal Politics, Ellen 
Frankfurt. The F.P. women who heard 
that Karmen was to receive an Award ob- 
jected bitterly and it was retracted. 

In all fairness, Flo may not have known 
about Harvey Karman anything beyond 
the fact that he was one of the pioneers in 
giving abortions. 

Flo Kennedy may eventually be purged 
from her own party, but she has given it a 
legacy of toughness and free thought. 
Perhaps F.P. now needs someone else to 
build the political base. 


Marriage and Divorce 


What was best about the Convention, 
everyone agreed was the workshops some 
of them attended by over 50 women from 
the real world. 

The one on Marriage and Divorce, for 
example, led by women’s divorce lawyer 
Diane Schulder, not only gave the women 
there a chance to air their feelings about 
their own divorces but also provided some 
solid information on the sexist biases in 
marriage and divorce law and practice. 

- Schulder explained that the only legal 
obligation in marriage is for the husband 
to support the wife. At first blush this 
seems discriminatory towards the man, 
yet, as she pointed out, “this is the kind of 
supposed economic security by which 
women are sucked into marriage.” This is 
what keeps women domicile-minded and 
men career-minded, until a divorce comes 
along. Then the cards are stacked against 
the woman. Although it is still possible for 
a woman to obtain alimony and child sup- 
port often divorce lawyers (70 percent of 
them men) push through the legal 
agreements too fast for the wife to receive 
all that she is entitled to. 

Furthermore, said Schulder, male 
lawyers frequently consider their clients 
“Jonely and vulnerable and available for 
sex.” 

Another kink in the law is the wide- 
spread difficulty of obtaining no-fault 
divorces. Massachusetts still retains an 
archaic statute, although attempts are 
being made to change that through the 
courts. (The Legislature once again 
defeated a no-fault bill in this session.) 

Another abuse, as in the medical field, 
is the high cost of divorce. (In this state, 
the package price for an uncontested 
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Fensterwald Talks But Say Much

Bernard (Bud) Fensterwald is not a 
double agent for the CIA or anyone else, 
according to Bernard Fensterwald. 
Fensterwald, who was brought in to 
relieve Gerald Alch as attorney for 
Watergate co-conspirator James McCord, 
made that point clear Wednesday night in 
a phone interview from his Washington 
home on WBZ’s Jerry Williams Show. 
Fensterwald, a Harvard Law School 
graduate, had emerged as a curious figure 
in the Watergate affair even before 
Boston’s Alch accused him of .saying 
“We're going after the President. of the 


‘United States.” 


For instance, Fensterwald, founder of 
the Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations (CIA), has been the sub- 
ject of Carl Ogelsby’s speculations on his 
sudden appearance as counsel for a man 
at least two people — Ogelsby and 
Martha Mitchell — believe to be a double 
agent. In addition, Sherman Skolnick, a 
private investigator and conspiratorial 
theorist in Chicago (see Boston Phoenix, 
May 15, 29) has also questioned 
Fensterwald’s role. Indeed, Skolnick has 
already charged (on an earlier Jerry 
Williams Show) that he met with 
Fensterwald in Washington and that the 
latter said ‘‘we’ve got the President holed 
up in Key Biscayne.’’ Most recently,

Skolnick, told Williams that Fensterwald 
was involved in “subterranean things” to 
get the President. 

Fensterwald, who spoke on the 
Williams’ program for about 35 minutes, 
did not entertain questions from listeners. 
He did tell Williams that “if there is a 
conspiracy to bring down the President — 
that is, just getting at the truth — then 
(Sam) Ervin, (John) Sirica. . .and maybe 
McCord. and I are guilty of that con- 


spiracy.’’ And that was the only 
“conspiracy” Fensterwald would admit 
to. He even allowed that despite Alch’s 
Senate Select Committee testimony, he 
“had the highest respect for Gerry Alch.” 

Fensterwald did, however, reveal that 
he has sent a letter to the Massachusetts 
Bar Association, of which he’s a member, 
telling them he “would cooperate in any 
action (against Alch) they would take.” 
He said that he was willing to give Alch 
the benefit of the doubt — that F. Lee 
Bailey’ s associate misconstrued his “get 
Nixon” remarks — “but I don’t really 
believe that.” What he did believe about 
Alch and his motivations he did not say. 

Fensterwald did say that in a sworn 
written statement rebutting Alch and 
sent to Ervin’s Committee, he might have 
told Alch that “if McCord’s allegations 
were correct, they pointed to the 
President.’’ Elaborating on this, 
Fensterwald twice said that telling 
someone he was out to get the President 
“doesn’t make much sense. I think it 
would be presumptuous to make such a 
statement.” 


The McCord Link? 


What has bothered a number of people 
about Fensterwald, among other things, is 
the manner jn which he entered McCord’s 


case. Did McCord contact him? Or was it 
the other way around? And how much 
credence can be given to testimony that 
one’s moral indignation was roused over 
$100,000 bail to a man who had admitted 
to burglary? 

Fensterwald said his initial contact 
with McCord was through a mutual 
friend. ‘“‘He worked for McCord and he 


‘also did some work for my law firm.” 


Fensterwald did not identify this “mutual 
friend.” According to Fensterwald, the 
friend asked the lawyer whether bail in 
McCord’s case could be reduced. “I talk- 
ed with Alch and we found out it couldn’t 
be done. Judge Sirica has a reputation of 
being a tough judge.” It was then, says 
Fensterwald, that he contacted Mrs. 
McCord and told her he would raise what 
he could while she came up with the rest. 
The Washington attorney confirmed that 
he had never met McCord unti! he was 
released from jail. 

It is Fensterwald’s belief that the latest 
Nixon statement delivered to the press 
helps the Waterbuggers’ (i.e. McCord’s) 
defense. “It shows that (E. Howard) Hunt 
and (G. Gordon) Liddy, two key people in 
Nixon’s secret unit, were under orders.” 
By extension, of course, the same applies 
to his client. Fensterwald predicted that 
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Watergate

about coincidences these days. Was 
this. one of them? Was it a negative 
carass? Is Shoffler the man Skolnick 
thinks McCord paid off to bust the 
Watergate gang that night? 

It was perfect first-act dramaturgy. The 
hero had been fully set forth with a 
believable and charming tale, stalwart 
McCord. The action seemed about to 
pause. Then Alch abruptly appeared, the 
Ervin-Baker confrontation followed 
quickly, muted but portentous, then th- 
sudden swirl of small confusions about 
the events of June 17. We look to the 
resumption of the drama with heightened 
fascination.

And what will we do when this next ses- 
sion is over and the committee and the 
‘congress as a whole adjourn for the 
summer? It is frightening to think of be- 
ing alone with Nixon. He could do 
anything. He is trying like a madman to 
do something right now in the Middle 
East with all the hassling of Libya by the 
electronic apparatus and aircraft of the 
Seventh Fleet and the rapid build-up of 
military forces in Iran, rapidly becoming 
“the Thailand of the Middle East,” stag- 
ing base and rear area for the next Viet- 
nam. 

A sketch of the Watergate connection 
with this: 

a. Nixon wants us to think about 
something else. 

b. Nixon wants an enlarged disturbance 
in the Middle East in order somehow to 
distort the structure of the world price of 
oil, perhaps for the benefit of the Cow- 
boys, and thus the structure of the world 
pricing system — not that these are Nix- 
on's aims, but that they follow as the 


results of his diplomacy. 

The Middle East, I admit, is a mystery 
to me. Southeast Asia seems twice easier 
to understand. But for a certainty, there 
is a currently accelerating tempo to Mid- 
dle Eastern events: Israel flaring out at 
the Arab world, increasingly blatant 
American interventions in Lebanon, Jor- 
dan, the decision of the Organization of 
Producing and Exporting Countries, 
OPEC, to move towards 100 per cent 
naturalized ownership of oil resources, the 
resultant panic in the world of David 
Rockefeller, Royal-Dutch Shell, the big 
multinational corporations . . . 

Take the case of Richard Helms. Last 
November Nixon fired him from the CIA 
directorship, apparently to make room for 
Robert Schlesinger who unlike Helms 
would cooperate with Nixon’s blame-the- 
CIA plan for getting out of the Watergate 
trouble. But Helms did not vanish, he 
became the ambassador to Iran. Iran is 
nobody’s limbo. Besides its resources and 
its strategic position in the Middle East, 
it is the primary U.S. listening post on 
day-to-day activity along the inflamed 
Russia-China horder. So Helms was not 
fired. But did he go to Iran to help Nixon 
or to hold back Nixon’s Middle Eastern 


war? 


What could be more irresponsible than 
for the Senate to adjourn its Watergate 
hearings and go home for the summer at a 
time like this, leaving us alone with a Nix- 
on living closer each day in the margin of 
terminal panic? The Senate should stay 
in Washington on permanent alert until 
this thing is brought to some new electoral 
resolution. We are in the next thing to 
civil war. There is no way that Nixon can 
be trusted. He will not go home. for the 
summer. Neither should our congresspeo- 
ple. When have we more needed their 


vigilance? 


All the more so because Nixon’s 


counterattack is rapidly shaping up 
around his familiar strategy of blaming 
the left. Given what Nixon might be mak- 
ing of it if there were an aroused move- 
ment in the streets today, I am tempted to 
wonder if the smartest thing SDS did 
upon the advent of Nixon was to dissolve 
itself and all other organizational forms 
that could not withstand active state- 
police repression. 


As it is, Nixon will have to recreate his 
Red Menace. We have been learning a lot 
these days about how he does this. There 
is the Tackwood conspiracy to bomb the 
Republican convention in San Diego and 
blame it on the left, for example, or the 
constant use of provocateurs of the 
hairiest kind against not only the left but 
“legitimate” political types as well, or the 


current manipulation of the POWs. All 
this entitles us to a lot of suspicion about 
the recent apparent sabotage of munitions 
trains carrying bombs for Cambodia, one 
on April 28 outside Roseville, California, 
and another on May 24 outside Benson, 
Arizona. The left does not have the 
technology for this kind of work, and it 
should take a lot to convince us that it 
was not Nixon himself behind it. The re- 
cent crash outside Abplanalp’s Carribean 
hideaway of a presidential helicopter may 
be another such contrived incident, 
something Nixon can scream about when 
he wants us to think it was the threat of 
internal subversion that motivated his 
Watergate ventures, and new acts of 
heavy sabotage that justified his police 
state. How many will believe him this 
time?

McCord would either escape prison or 
serve a short sentence. Of another 
member of the Watergate 7, Fensterwald 
was a bit curious. “I know,’’ he mused, 
“Frank Sturgis was under investigation 
repeatedly by the FBI after the JFK 
assassination.”’ He said he was interested 
to see Sturgis’ name come up in 
Watergate, too. 

Fensterwald, who said that he worked 
for the State Department for six years and 
the Senate for 12 following his graduation 
from law school, also claimed that he had 
been the subject of so many surveillances 
in the past years, “I couldn’t begin to 
count.”” When Williams pressed on 
whether he thought his phones were being 
tapped, Fensterwald said ‘I don’t care 
frankly.” é 

As for the Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations, Fensterwald said it was 


formally organized in early 1969 to both 
serve as a clearing house for people doing 
independent investigation work on the 
assassinations of John and Robert 
Kennedy and Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
He acknowledged that his Committee also 
is pursuing its own investigations into the 
murders, using the Freedom of Informa- 
tion as a means of trying to garner data 
from federal agencies. ‘‘We’re prepared to 
pursue the investigations over the long 
haul.” He admitted that progress in the 
three murders was “miniscule.” 

One important aspect that Williams 
left dangling was the question of checks 
that were, according to Alch, made out by 
McCord to the Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations. If such checks were sent, 
were they McCord’s personal checks? If 
so, why did he send them? If not, why did 
he send them and who did he get them 
from? Not to mention, how many checks 
were sent and for what amounts? 

After the radio tete-a-tete, at least one 
person was a bit more reassured about 
Fensterwald’s role. Said Jerry Williams: 
“He doesn’t sound mysterious. He doesn’t . 
sound shadowy. He sounds like a lawyer.”

message home. Among them an old 
college buddy and Vietnam vet named 
‘Armistead Maupin. 

The way Stephens tells that story, 
Maupin came to Washington with the 
idea of getting a group of vets to go back 
to Vietnam and build a rehabilitation 
center for the Vietnamese. 

“While he was organizing the thing,” 
said Stephens, “he lived at my house.” 

Stephens would not comment on 
whether Maupin met with Colson. By 
Maupin’s own account though, printed in 
Bill Buckley’s National Review after the 
group returned, Maupin did meet with 
Stephen’s old boss, Navy chief of 
operations Elmo Zumwalt. 

Zumwalt, wrote Maupin, was “our only 
real friend.” 

“He (Zumwalt) steered us through the 
federal bureaucracy,’’ wrote Maupin. 

With Zumwalt’s help, the Department 
of Defense agreed to provide Maupin’s 
group of ten with transportation to and 
from Vietnam. The operation there, wrote 
Maupin, was financed by Operation 
Helping Hand, “a private, charitable 
organization.” 

The group returned after a two-month 
stay, got a front page splash in The 
- Washington Star, and with Colson at 
their side, met with Nixon. 

Their message to America was predic- 
table. Maupin’s description of a conversa- 
tion he had with a young: South Viet- 
namese lieutenant sets the general tone. 

‘“Vietnam has been at war for 
thousands of years,” Maupin guoted the 
officer in his National Review piece. 
«« |. we want peace more than anyone, 
but we want peace without Com- 
munism.”” 


“It wasn’t rehearsed,” wrote Maupin. 
“He spoke quietly and his eyes were 
steady and earnest. When I didn’t speak, 
he said the words again: ‘peace without 
Communism.’ It was almost a plea.” 


Last year was a campaign year and

while CREEP officials deny that Colson 
had any official connection with 

beyond saying that “of course, we were all 
part of the same team,” other Washington 
sources say that Colson was intimately in- 
volved with CREEP and with its “Attack 
Group,” while supposedly serving the 
public by following the government’s 
handling of the needs of the special in- 
terest groups such as veterans. 

In June, 1972 Colson rehired Mel 
Stephens, who had been at law school 
since the autumn of 1971, in his old 
capacity as an advisor on veterans’ needs. 
On July 28, approximately four weeks 
after Stephens’ re-hiring, a new veterans’ 
organization, Concerned Vietnam Vets for 
Nixon, announced its existence. 

It was to have been a grass-roots 


spontaneous-birth organization. Stephens 
said the idea came from John O'Neill. 
Former members of the group say the idea 
for the organization appeared on the scene 
about four weeks before the group an- 
nounced itself, or at about the time 
Stephens returned to Washington. 
According to Stephens, Colson’s role 
was limited to talking with O’Neill and 


‘introducing him to CREEP, the organiza- 


tion with which he had no official connec- 
tion. 

Stephens also said last week that the 
Concerned Vets were funded by CREEP. 

“They had some kind of arrangement,” 
Stephens said, “You’d better check with 
the Committee (for the Re-election of the 
President.)” 

But a CREEP spokesman said he had

no knowledge of a relationship between 
CREEP and the Concerned Vets. 
Nonetheless, by the end of the campaign 
Concerned Vets literature. was being 
printed under the CREEP imprint. 

The CREEP Attack Group—of which 


_ Colson was a part — was assembled, ac- 


cording to spokesman DeVan Schumway, 
“to see what the opposition was saying, 
see what the facts were, and make sure 
our position was wéll-stated.” But now 
Washington sources say the group receiv- 


ed intelligence reports from the 


Intelligence Evaluation Committee, a 
special White House espionage unit that 
spied on the VVAW and other anti-war 


groups. 
McCord’s Role 


CREEP’s interest in VVAW has clearly 
emerged from the first round of the 
Senate Watergate hearings. 

Watergate conspirator James McCord, 
who served as CREEP’s security chief, 
testified that he feared violence-oriented 
groups were plotting an assault on the 
GOP convention in Maimi Beach. 

McCord mentioned only one of these 
supposedly violent groups by name: 
VVAW. 

McCord, while serving with CREEP, 
took steps to assuage his fears. Alfred 
Baldwin, the Watergate bugger who work- 
ed for McCord and whose job was to 
watch for cops on the night of the dis- 
astrous break-in, has said that McCord 
asked him to infiltrate VVAW. 

The Miami Herald reported last week 
that Eugenio Martinez,still another of the 


- convicted Watergate conspirators, tried to 
enlist undercover agents to spy on VVAW 


at Miami Beach. 

Martinez attempted to hire Pablo 
Manuel Fernandez for the role, but he 
refused. Fernandez, it seems, was on the 
FBI payroll at the time and was busy try- 
ing to sell weapons to VVAW members. 

The FBI managed to get indictments 
against six VVAW members just one 
month before the convention for allegedly 
plotting all sorts of violence in Miami. 

The FBI’s case appears to rest largely 
on the testimony of yet another in- 
filtrator, William Lemmer. 

More of the story, including Colson’s 
role, will unfold in the days ahead. 
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The Ins and Outs Emp 


loyment Agencies.

What is available on the current job 

- market’ for a recent college grad with a 
degree in the social sciences, language or 
teaching, and with no office skills or ex- 
perience? The answer to that question is 
being found by increasing numbers of 
people at any one of Boston’s two- 
hundred odd employment agencies as 
employment counsellors. All that is re- 
quired in order to get hired is the degree 
(for God-knows-what purpose), the need 
or desire to make money, and the ability 
to deal lucidly with several hundred peo- 
ple over the phone each day. A lot more is 
needed to keep the job or to be able to 
stand it. This article represents the 
writer’s experiences of the last five 
months at one of Boston’s newer agencies. 
It does not mean to say that the practices 
here described are standard for all, but is 
intended to give both those applying for 
jobs at the agencies and for jobs at their 
client companies something of a guide in 
terms of what to watch out for. 

On the surface it sounds like a wonder- 
ful job. No office experience or skills re- 
quired, plenty of public contact, variety, 
and a chance to help othérs out of the 
dreadful bind from which you yourself 
have just been extricated. It does not take 
long, however, to find that the person 

' placed in a satisfying job is the lucky ex- 
ception rather than the rule. The rule is 
the unemployed person who remains un- 
placed while being used and manipulated 
to the advantage of the agency. For the 
counsellor it means being put in the 
humiliating position of compromising 
basic values for the sake of hanging on to 
that much needed job. 


Bait and Switch 


Applicants are used and manipulated 
in a number of ways. It begins with the 
advertisement. Typical ads are of the 
“bait and switch” variety. In other words, 
people are lured into the office by adver- 
tisements for super-attractive jobs which 
do not exist and are then directed to what 


is actually available. For example, adver- 
tisements are frequently placed men- 
tioning airlines or travel agencies. These 
are never placed with an available posi- 
tion in mind. Agencies seem to be rarely if 
ever sued for false advertising and just in 
case, there is always the manager’s friend 
who owns a small freight line out of Logan 
and who will back the agency with “a 
newly created position” if the need ever 
arises. Another popular ad mentions 
television or radio. This crowd-pleaser is 
first placed in the newspaper, then every 
station in the area is contacted because 
there are always openings for “minority 
typists.”” This is the case with quite a 
number of companies in the Boston area 
which have run into difficulties with the 
government regarding their hiring prac- 
tices. Many companies will not pay fees 
on secretariat or ‘‘non-professional’”’ 
positions (as they put it) unless they are 
presented with a qualified minority. It is 
left to the counsellor to explain to 
applicants why these positions are not 
available. You can’t tell a qualified white 
that she/he is disqualified from an adver- 
tised position because of unlawful racial 
discrimination. Embarrassing, and not 
always easy if you do not have a natural 
aptitude for lying, you explain to some 
that they are not experienced enough, to 
others, that they are over-qualified. 
Always it is the task of the counsellor to 


steer the applicant’s interest to an~ 
available position whether that position is . 


interesting or not. 

Salaries are enlarged upon by as much 
as $25 per week in order to attract 
qualified people. For example, a 
secretarial job paying $130 per week is 
advertised as paying $150 or $160 in order 
to attract people already making $130 or 
more. Skills required are rarely men- 
tioned or else highly de-emphasized in 
order to draw the largest possible 
response. Ads emphasizing “‘no typing”’ or 
“‘no experience” are run nearly every week 
with no positions available and the 
rationale that ‘well, there was a position 


like that a few months ago and we may 
have another at any time.” Pertinent ad- 
vice here would be to attempt to get some 
information regarding the jobs advertised 
when calling for an interview appoint- 
ment. It is difficult to judge in every in- 
stance, but if you ask specific questions 
regarding skills required, salary, etc. and 
get a hedgy answer, it’s a fairly safe bet 
that such a position simply does not exist 
or has not been truthfully represented in 
the ad. In fairness to the agencies it must 
be said that other, unadvertised, positions 
might be listed with them and worth look- 
ing into, but anticipate a run-around. 


Walking Storehouse 


You may be wondering why an agency 
would wish to attract so many people who 
are unqualified and difficult to place. The 
answer is quite simple. Every person look- 
ing for a job, no matter what their 
qualifications, is a walking storehouse of 
information which the agency finds 
useful. An enormous mental rip-off occurs 
during the interview. The applicants are 
virtually pumped for information. The 
counsellor demands to know what com- 
panies the individual has contacted in 
seeking a job, ostensibly so that she/he 
will not be sent.to the same company 
twice. If the applicant states that this is 
her/his first interview, she/he is im- 
mediately presumed to be lying and 
pressed more urgently for such informa- 
tion. The major purpose of this question- 
ing is to obtain leads for job orders. 
Details such as the names of various 
department managers at former places of 
employment are also sought for the same 
reason. It must be explained that com- 
panies rarely contact the agencies with 
orders for jobs. A major portion of the 
counsellor’s job entails contacting the 
companies in the area for openings and 
selling them on using the agency’s ser- 
vices so new company names and the 
names of managers to contact are 


valuable aids. This particular line of 
questioning is not so objectionable in and 
of itself. Leads toward job orders at com- 
panies already tried by that person will 
not help her/him in finding a job but may 
help others coming to the agency. What is 
objectionable is that these people are be- 
ing lied to as to why the information is be- 
ing sought and then antagonized and em- 
barrassed when they are all but called 
liars to their faces if they can’t provide it. 


The next step is to obtain no less than 
six ‘“‘peer references’. It is explained to 
the applicant that “community leader” 
type references are not as desirable as 
former co-workers or personal references 
currently working in an office. If the 
applicant has had no previous office ex- 
perience, she/he is told that these per- 
sonal references will be asked to mentally 
project her/him into an office environ- 
ment and give an opinion or estimation of 
her/his abilities in that context. Very solid 
references indeed. The position of the in- 
dividual given as reference is noted along 
with the name of the company. This infor- 
mation is all used in a massive recruiting 
effort conducted two nights weekly. The 
individual is called, a reference check on 
the applicant is covered briefly, and the 
counsellor then attempts to “get into a 
friendly rap” with that person about her 
job in an effort to convince her that she 
can do better. A typical lead in is, “Gee, 
Mary tells me that you’re a key punch 
operator. Where are you working? (note 
for job order) Do you like it there?” 
Hopefully the answer will be no and the 
counsellor can recruit this person. I use 
the female pronoun solely in the above in- 
stance because applicants are discourag- 
ed from giving male references. Male 
secretaries aren’t exactly in demand in 
this country. 


Unlike as it seems, most people, ner- 
vous and intimidated by an interviewer, 
~ volunteer all this information quite readi- 
ly. The few applicants who do object to

divorce is $300.) Schulder described how 
one man tried to sell a do-it-yourself 
divorce kit and was foiled by the 
matrimonial bar. 

Finally, Schulder warned the women 
present about husbands who take the 
money (out of the joint account) and run, 
just before they file for divorce. 

However, time seems to be on our side. 
Many states are reforming their laws, not 
only about divcrce but about the rights of 
illegitimate children. Further, interest is 
growing in the idea of a marriage contract, 
renewable after 5 years. And finally, a 
heartening if not yet wholly significant 
addendum, 80 percent of the Radcliffe 
graduating class last year took the Law 
School Entrance Examination Board

the sisters. 


The night before, Sandra Hochman, 
who was supposed to read her “feminist” 
poetry, had not appeared. Ti-Grace 
Atkinson who was scheduled to speak on 
Women and Religion was said to be suf- 
fering from a broken leg and couldn’t 
come. Rita Arditti and Kris Rosenthal 
who were down in the program for leading 
a workshop on Sexuality and Celibacy 
were mysteriously absent and were 
replaced by Lou Shields and Karen 
Lindsey. Elaine Lorillard who was due in 
to talk about Divorce with Diane 
Schulder was another didn’t show. Diane 
Schulder did. 


I went off to hear what the workshop on 
Sex Education in the Schools was up to. It 
was being held by Hi School Women of 
Boston. The three panelists were serious, 
rather shy, and in uniform agreement on 
one point. There is no sex education in 
high schools in Boston. But one of them 
attends the Pilot school in Cambridge, 
an innovative offshoot of the public 
school system, and she claims she could 
ask any teacher anything she wanted to. 
The second woman attends the 
Warehouse school, private, supposedly 
very swinging, and describes the boys and 
the director as very male chauvinist and 
says her mother tells her what she wants 
to know about sexual matters. The third 
woman who attends high school in 


Milton just shrugged and looked sad. In 
Milton, she felt there 
is no way to get backing from parents, 
kids, or the School Committee. In the 
room at the time were a handful of adults, 
four younger kids who were waiting to talk 
next on sexist conditioning in the schools, 
but no peers of the panelists that I could 
see, or their mothers. What disturbed me 
about this and the next group of kids, 
eleven to thirteen, who were all from 
private schools in Cambridge, was that 
they were all from such a restricted class 
of people and even at that, so isolated, 
that none of their contemporaries were 
there to rap with them. Enormous work 
needs to be done to rescue the public 
school system, but that will take heroic 
and unremitting labors on the part of the 
mothers of the children. I say mothers 
‘because I don’t think much of the chances 
of getting fathers to spend the kind of 
time needed to effect a change. But the 
very poor showing of women in general, 
makes one wonder whether the Feminist 
Party is really trying to build any kind of 
: base among women at a grass roots 
evel. 


Florynce Kennedy has been a wonder- 
fully active energizing force for all women 
in the past. It remains to be seen however 
if a movement can survive on the strength 
of one person alone. If the Feminist party 
operates only when she blows into town to 
give press conferences, it can throw itself 
a party at the Ritz, but it won’t be a party 
much longer.

marriage that ought not be wiped out. . . 
Part of that power has to do with procrea- 
tion. But marriage also has to do with an 
almost archetypal relationship between 
male and female. The archetypal figure. . 
. goes beyond procreation, is a mythology 
that is subliminal but very deep.” 

The Rev. Don McGaw, a Methodist 
minister who is director of the Homophile 
Community Health Service, sees another 
part to the argument. 

“Some of Bishop Carroll’s concerns 
arise,”’ the HCHS head suggested, 
“because he labors — as do many non-gay 
persons — under particular myths that 
have surrounded homosexuality for cen- 
turies. You don’t dispel or dissolve those 
myths overnight. 

“One of the myths the bishop is con- 
cerned about, and one that I’ve heard 


from other non-gay persons, is that if 
homosexuality becomes a beautiful and 


- good and viable life style, the fear is that a 


lot of heterosexual men are suddenly go- 
ing to run over to the other side, become 
homosexual, and therefore cause the 
family to be destroyed and the human 
race to die out. 

“I think this is a rather naive perspec- 
tive. There is nothing throughout history 
that would ever support or give credence 
to such a mythological belief. Even if 
those fears were to become realities, then 
one cannot say too much about the securi- 
ty of persons’ heterosexual identities. And 
that leaves me speculating that perhaps 
interpersonal relationships with members 
of the same sex is the normal area of 
behavior, and that perhaps heterosexual 
behavior is the learned and conditioned 
behavior.” 

None of the church leaders interviewed 
felt that they could support. gay 
“marriages,” however. Bishop Burgess 
said that while he could not answer in 


detail, he would “at this time, say no,” 
even to “ceremonies of commitment.” 
“There are other ways the church can 
minister to homosexuals without blessing 
their unions,” he argued. Rev. Post 
circumnavigated the specific question, 
noting only a danger that, in exploring 
‘“‘new thoughts, we will not fully 
acknowledge the great tested traditions of 
marriage and family life at their best.” 
Rev. Spragg sided with Bishop Burgess in 
favoring alternative types of unions. 
What is more significant, though, is 


‘that each of the clergymen evinced an 


openness to the decisions of others to 
follow gay life styles. That is a change 
from the past. 

“T’m not going to say my views are more 
progressive than before,” offered Bishop 
Burgess, “I’d say realistic. Which is a 
matter of fact that homosexuality is a 
situation which now can be discussed, 
observed and accepted without reticence. 

. Whether we approve of it or not, 
homosexuality is a fact of life.”

Rev. Post observed that “quite plainly, 
the churches, are on a new threshold in 
relation to the meanings of human sex- 
uality.” 

But the answers are not going to come 
easily. ‘I don’t see the church condoning 
homosexuality in the near future,” said 
Bishop Burgess. “We are always in ten- 
sion, between love and justice. Our 
pastoral concerns make us want to 
recognize these persons as part of the 
church's fellowship, and this is right. But 
on the other hand, the injunction comes 
down to us that certain relationships 
between persons are wrong.” 

Rev. Spragg noted that the church’s 
calendar is packed with a number of

future, he suggested, will depend on the 
church’s understanding of its mission in 
the world -- and also upon how well those 
in the gay community present their case 
in church circles. 
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Higher Gas Rates the North Shore?

“The sale to Boston Gas of the three gas 
companies (Lynn, North Shore, and 
Mystic Valley) . . . will give Boston Gas an 
almost complete monopoly in the greater 
Boston area,’’ says 6th District 
Congressman Michael Harrington. 

“Purchase of the three companies and 

their merger with Boston Gas will provide 
us an even greater opportunity to better 
serve the gas energy needs of eastern 
Massachusetts” says Boston Gas presi- 
dent William Pruyn. 

The merger is ‘manifestly in the public 
interest,’’ says a Boston Gas attorney. 

“One hundred seventy-six thousand 
Massachusetts consumers may have to 
pay up to 20 percent more for their gas,” 
says Harrington. 


“A perfect fit,” says Boston Gas. 
*‘Anti-competitive,’’ says Mike 
Harrington. 


Ping-Pong Propaganda 


The debate over natural gas is awash 
with such ping-pong propaganda. 
Congressman Harrington's opposition. to 
the pending merger is just one example 
from the natural gas chapter of the 


“energy crisis” saga. 
Harrington's contends acquisition of 
three other companies resulted in signifi- 
cant rate hikes. “It is my strong belief,” 
he says, “that if this new consolidation is 
approved, history will stand a good 
chance of repeating itself,” 

“Untrue,” says Arthur Sanda, com- 
munications director of Boston Gas. ‘The 
rate did go up he says but the three com- 
panies ‘“‘probably would have asked for an 
increase anyway. All utilities are finding 
cost increases that they have had to catch 
up with.” 
Boston Gas has meant four rate increases 
totaling $8.1 million. They have another 
$7.9 million hike pending approval for Ju- 
ly. Meanwhile, the company’s 1972 
pre-tax earnings increased 45 percent over 
1971.) 

Boston’s Gas’s pending acquisition of 
the three north shore companies, which 
are now owned by the New England Elec- 
tric System, is subject to approval by the 
federal Securities and Exchange Commis-’ 
sion (SEC). Harrington forced a delay in 
approval by demanding open hearings on 
the matter before the SEC; the hearings 
are going on now. 


(Since 1969, catching up for 


" “The New England Electric System,” 
he says, “was ordered to divest its gas 
companies by the SEC because it found 
the ownership of the companies by an 
electric utility detrimental to competition 


‘in the region. If NEES is permitted to sell 


the companies to . . Boston Gas,” 
Harrington concludes, “competition in 
the region will be more restricted than 
before divestiture. . . . because Boston 
Gas will have almost a complete monopo- 
ly over gas sales in the greater Boston 
area.” 

This is true but somewhat beside the 
point. All public utilities withina specific 
territory have a monopoly, that’s why 
they are regulated by government. 

What is to the point, however, is that 
political pressure on Boston Gas to lower 
rates would be greater if it were surround- 
ed by gas companies supplying customers 
in their territories at lower rates. 

Smaller.companies tend to have lower 
rates and this is an excellent reason for 
preventing this merger or similar ones. 

The best small companies are 
municipal utilities, owned by the town or 
city itself. Privately owned utilities con- 
tend that “municipals” don’t save a city 


all that mule because they don’t pay tax- 
es like private utilities do. Montana 
Senator Lee Metcalf in his book 
Overcharge disputes this contention, at 
least in so far as electric utilities are con- 
cerned. 

“Electrical service,’ he writes, ‘“‘costs 
$12.5 million a year less in Seattle (which 
is a publicly owned system) than it would 
if the rates charged by the nearby 
investor-owned (private) system, Puget 
Sound Power & Light, applied.’”’ Metcalf 
says ‘Puget Sound pays $4 million more 
in taxes than the Seattle municipal plant 
does, leaving a net benefit of $8.5 million 
to a city for providing its own power.”’ 

Similar savings result when natural gas 
utilities are municipally owned. Even 
small privately owned companies do 
better than a bigger company like Boston 
Gas. The Lowell Gas Co., for instance, is 
an independently owned private gas utili- 
ty; in 1971 its rates were 22.8 percent 
lower than those of Boston Gas. Even the 
three north shore companies, which are 
part of the NEES conglomerate, still have 
had rates averaging 13 percent less than 
Boston Gas.

The Way of Rates 


These significant rate differences result 
from the way the Mass. Dept. of Public 
Utilities sets rates. The DPU investigates 
a company’s costs and if it finds them 
legitimate, sets the rate to both cover 
costs and provide the company a 9 per- 
cent ‘‘annual rate of return on in- 
vestment.” 

“The purpose of this,” says Osborn 
Ingram, a vice-president of Boston Gas’s 
parent company Eastern Gas and Fuel 
Association, “is to maintain a financially 
healthy company that can discharge its 
service to the public.” Otherwise, he 
suggests, the company can’t attract ade- 
quate investment or borrow money and 
gets into trouble, “like the railroads.” 

This rate-setting formula, however, 
creates an incentive to spend; the greater 
the company’s costs, the greater their 
return. (Obviously, 9 percent of $2 million 
is twice as much as 9 percent of $1 
million.) Critics contend this is why 
Boston Gas is increasing its importation 
of liquified natural gas (LNG) and 
building plants to produce synthetic 
natural gas (SNG). Both substitutes are 
two to three times more-expensive than 
natural gas and of course increase the 
company’s cost figures, thereby fattening 
their return. The company says LNG and 
SNG are necessary because supplies of 
natural gas are being curtailed. 


Another thing critics cite as a cause for 
Bo-Gas’s higher rates is the company’s 
semi-incestuous relationship with its gas 
suppliers. Boston Gas, a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Eastern Gas and Fuel 
Assoc., buys its gas from the Algonquin 
Gas Transmission Company. Eastern 
owns 37 percent of Algonquin. Algonquin 
buys its supply from Texas Eastern Gas 
Transmission Co., which owns 28 percent 
of Algonquin. 

In 1971, Texas Eastern bought gas ‘“‘at 
the well-head”’ from Gulf and others for 
1742 cents per thousand cubic feet (mcf) 
and sold it to Algonquin for 48 cents per 
mef. Algonquin then sold it to Boston Gas 
for 64 cents per mcf, and Boston Gas sold 
it to residential consumers for $2.22 per 
mef. Despite the money the companies 
save. by essentially selling to 
themselves,.the result is still a staggering 
‘“‘well-head to consumer” price increase of 
1200 percent. 

Asked about this, Eastern’s Osborn 
Ingram said the figures shouldn’t be con- 
sidered excessive because “each one of 
those steps has to meet the test of the 
Federal Power Commission and the Mass. 
DPU.” And there is, he added “a very 
great sincerity in regulation; the agencies 
have to be satisfied with each 
transaction.” 


The Little-Known FPC 


Of the four transactions mentioned 
above all but Boston Gas’s sale to con- 
sumers are regulated by the little-known 
Federal Power Commission — where 
sincerity abounds but even-handedness is 


often out to lunch. 

The FPC chairman is John Nassikas a 
very sincere New Hampshire lawyer ap- 
pointed by President Nixon in 1960. 
Before becoming FPC chairman Nassikas 
had been secretary or clerk of at least 30 
New Hampshire corporations and had 
held stock in Mobil Oil, Jersey Standard 
Oil, California Standard, etc. 


‘“‘Nassikas would resent being called the 
mouthpiece of the (oil & gas) industry,” 
says liberal Sen. Phillip Hart, chairman 
of the Senate Subcommittee on Energy. 
“I’m sure he is not taking the positions he 
takes just because the industry wants him 
to. I’m sure he really believes those 
things.” 


Within two months after Nassikas took 
over at FPC, the.Wall Street Journal was 
commenting on his “friendliness” toward 
industry. In its Nov. 1, 1969 issue, the 
business magazine Forbes said of 
Nassikas: “(He) sometimes sounds.more 
like a natural gas executive expounding 
about how the FPC should regulate his in- 
dustry than a man burdened with the ac- 
tual responsibility of regulation.” 


According to Nation magazine, 
Nassikas’ FPC had by early 1972, produc- 
ed “a dazzling array of pro-industry 
rulings” including: “forgiving nearly $400 
million in overcharges and granting (for 
the first time in history) price increases 
for ‘old’ gas—gas already in the pipelines 
whose production costs have already been 


‘ written into a price contract.” 


Despite the FPC’s cozy relationship to 
the oil and gas interests industry 


spokemen insist the government 
regulated rates are still too low to attract 
the private capital necessary to find and 
produce the fuel in sufficient quantities to 
meet demand. The gas is there but com- 
panies and their investors won’t drill it 
out until they get higher profits. 

“In the 1960s,” says Fortune magazine, 
“profits of the smaller independents, 
which account for 75 percent of all wild 
cat drilling dropped by a third and they 
put their money into more promising ac- 
tivities such as real estate.” In other 
words capitalists who would ordinarily in- 
vest in oil and gas production are on 
strike. There is simply greater return at 
less risk in other investments. 


Once a Waste 


The-original rates for natural gas were 
set before WW II when most of it was 
burned off as a waste product of oil drill- 
ing. Now it’s still so “cheap” relative to 
other fuels that industry burns it under 
boilers which could just as easily be 
heated with cruder fuels. The relatively 
low price and premium quality of natural 
gas have combined to create an extraor- 
dinary demand. 

What does all this mean? For the gas 
consumers in Mike Harrington’s 6th 
District and for those nationwide, it will 
mean proportionately higher gas rates no 
matter who supplies them. 

Gas rates at the well-head and in the 
pipelines nationally will soar in the near 
future — if they don’t, capital will con- 
tinue to sit on its assets and let the supply 
of gas dwindle.

this irrelevant questioning and refuse to 
supply such information are politely in- 
formed by the counsellor that there are no 
suitable positions currently available and 
that she/he will be contacted as soon as 
something comes up. The application is 
then placed in a file and left there. The 
latter procedure is basically true also for 
those applicants who are unskilled, those 
who are considered to be too old or too 
ugly to be easily placed according to 
current job market demands. Most, if not 
all, agencies are busily perpetuating job 
descrimination on many levels in catering 
to the preferences expressed (confiden- 
tially, of course) by their client com- 
panies. 

Not all agencies will ask you for 
references. Some will require a reasonable 
number of references to be used solely for 
the intended purpose. However, if you are 
approached in the manner described, be 
careful. Your references will be separated 
from the application form and placed in a 
file to be contacted repeatedly in 


recruiting efforts. The agency is deter- 
mined in this effort because people 
currently working are by far the easiest 
and most lucrative placements. Perhaps 
as many as 40% of the agencies’ 
placements are made on individuals 
recruited from references on the original 
applications. This figure would vary 
somewhat from agency to agency of 
course. In any event, it speaks highly of 
the service performed by agencies in help- 
ing the unemployed. When you consider 
that of the numbers of people who walk 
through the doors, only about 10°¢ are ac- 
tually placed, and that that figure in- 
cludes those people recruited, going to an 
agency in the first place seems rather a 
fruitless effort unless you are into helping 
the already-employed find better jobs. 


If you do go to an agency, perhaps most 
importantly, be discriminating in accep- 
ting the interviews set up for you. Agen- 
cies are well known for wild goose chases. 
They have one thing and one thing only in 
mind — to turn the “applicant” into a 
“placement.” There are no individuals 
between those two words. Little attention 
is payed to the individual’s preferences. 
The idea is to pigeon-hole everyone who 
walks through the doors into a job 


whether it fits or not. The famous slogan 
is that “‘there’s a job out there somewhere 
for everyone.”” That may be true, but 
don’t trust the agency to find it for you. A 
counsellor will send her applicants on any 
interviews she can if for no other reason 
than to keep those applicants so busy that 
there is no time for them to find jobs on 
their own. Most companies, disgusted 
with this and other practices, are reluc- 
tant to pay high fees. Only too often, they 
will agree to list a position with the agen- 
cy while waiting for response to an adver- 
tisement. Nearly every company in the 
Boston area advertises concurrent with 
the agency listing. The agencies obtain 
most of their job orders by calling the ads 
run in the Globe every day. No company 
wants to pay a fee if they can possibly 
avoid it so the best course to follow is 
always check the newspaper first. 


Finally, if you are thinking of accepting 
a job with an agency, examine your 
feelings about manipulation and control 
first. You will be hired as a salesperson 
and it is not a service you will be selling, 
but people. You will be a “flesh-peddler”’ 
or a “headhunter” according to the pop- 
ular jargon and the people you would hope 
to help, you will find yourself reducing to 


typing and shorthand speeds and job 
titles to be placed on someone’s payroll 
somewhere. Job incentive boils down to a 
dollar sign. The sexism found in the 
business world is reflected at the agencies. 
Women handle secretaries, file clerks, 
figure clerks, etc., while men represent 
those in “professional” professions such 
as accounting, data processing and 
engineering. The irony of the job is that 
you take it believing that you are on that 
professional level. “Counsellor” is a 
deceptive word indeed in the context of an 
employment agency. You become a fast, 
smooth talking, image-projecting 
salesperson with the feeling that you 
might as well be selling used cars. This is 
an attitude slowly forced upon the 
counsellors by the agencies’ managers. 
You cannot effectively control and 
manipulate someone you like, someone 
whose interests you would truly like to 
represent. Not too many people can han- 
dle the “another day, another dollar” 
philosophy behind this job and the turn- 
over in personnel at the agencies is very 
high. Unfortunately, there are enough un- 
employed college grads in the city of 
Boston to keep the agencies running and 
prosperous for a long, long time.

Ends the Merry Month May...

When John Curtis effortlessly breezed 
through four scoreless innings last Thurs- 
day afternoon he should have sensed 
danger in the air. The Red Sox had devis- 
ed and patented a scheme for beating the 
California Angels which involved sur- 
rendering an early run, thereby, evident- 
ly, lulling them into that overconfidence a 
one-run lead can inspire in a team used to 
playing behind the likes of Nolan Ryan, 
Clyde Wright, Rudy May, and Bill 
Singer. The Californias had gotten to Bill 
Lee for a run in the first inning on Tues- 
day, while Luis Tiant had waited until 
the second inning on Wednesday night 
before allowing the Angels to score. The 
Sox won both games 2-1. 

So here was Duffield sailing along with 
a precarious five-run lead when the roof 
fell in, the demolition of said roof being 
hastened to no small degree by some ac- 
commodating fielding on the part of Carl 
Reginald Smith. Reggie had crashed into 
the wall, stepping into a grate and 
twisting his ankle making a catch off 
Frank Robinson in the fourth inning, but 
hadn’t bothered to inform the manager 
that he couldn’t run. 

So Mike Epstein led off the fifth for the 
Angels by lofting a fly ball to the outfield. 
Wounded Knee Cepeda could have reach- 
ed it with ease, but Smith could not. 
Neither could Dwight Evans, racing over 
from right, nor John Kennedy, retreating 
out from second, and Epstein was on with 
a very tainted hit. The next batter flied to 
right, and then Jerry DaVanon doubled 
down the line. Then Rick Miller made a 
brilliant catch, climbing the scoreboard to 
snare a long drive by Rudy Meohi_ which 
should, according to my rudimentary 
calculations, have been the third out, but 
which was in reality just a sacrifice fly. 
This turned out to be very important, in- 
asmuch as the next batter was Billy 
Grabarkewitz, who proceeded to hit his 
second home run of the year over the left 
field wall. - 

.. The Sox did come up with another run 
in their half of the fifth, and took a 6-3 
lead into the eighth. In that inning a 
succession of-three Red Sox pitchers 
managed to strike out the side, but unfor- 
tunately sandwiched in between were 
singles to Vada Pinson and Johnny Stan- 
ton (enter Bob Bolin), a single to Frank

Robinson and a home run to Bob Oliver 
(enter Bob Veale). Mercifully Duffield did 
not get stuck with the loss (he has enough 
games like this tacked. onto his record 
already), but.the outrageous manner in 
which the Bostons pissed the game away 
was further exacerbated by the fact that 
with the bases loaded, one run down with 
one out in the ninth, Rico Petrocelli 
grounded into a double play. Finis. 


And in Kansas City 


In Kansas City on Monday night, the 


Red Sox had authored a similar ac- 


complishment, blowing a two-run lead in 
the bottom of the ninth. After the club 
had come within half a game of winning 
the Division last year, it was easy to point 
to a couple of games which the Red Sox 
had, through a combination of bad luck, 
pitching collapses, defensive blunders, 
and utter stupidity, managed to piss away 
after seemingly locking them up. There 
have already been at least half a dozen 
such games this season, and it is a matter 
of immutable fact that you do not win 
pennants by throwing games out the win- 
dow once a week, even if you do play ina 
division where everybody else habitually 
does the same thing. 


' The Red Sox had already been playing 
without the services of Doug Griffin 
(broken hand) and Carl Yastrzemski 
(wrenched back), and on the same day 
Smith twisted his ankle Tommy Harper 
pulled a thigh muscle. But if the assembl- 
ed cast of outfielders hobbling around the 
trainer’s room meant that Buddy LeRoux 
would be in for a busy week, in the silver 
lining department it also meant that Ed- 
die Kasko would probably once again out 
of desperation be forced to do what a lot of 
people thought he should have done 
anyway — play Rick Miller and Dwight 
Evans in the outfield simultaneously. 
And if that appears to be sacrificing too 
much offense, consider that as of Friday, 
Miller was hitting .306 to Smith’s .267, 
and Evans .241 to Harper’s .232. 


The Sox had returned home to close out 
the month of May with the California 
series, and the opener on Tuesday night 
featured a duel between the two blistered 
aces, Nolan Ryan and Bill Lee. (Ryan 
soaks his blisters in pickle brine; 
Spaceman uses Dewar’s White Label.) 
Ryan, who may throw the hardest fast 
ball in the world, and who certainly has 
the fastest curve (‘‘A guy who's that fast,’ 
Luis Aparicio muttered after the game, 
“shouldn't be allowed to throw a breaking 
ball.””), struck out nine and gave up just 
five hits. Unfortunately for Ryan, one of 
them was a pitch to Orlando Cepeda in 
the second which landed in the Red Sox 
bullpen. 

It was not one of Spaceman’s better 
games — he struck out 4, scattered 11 
hits, was constantly in trouble, and had to 
be bailed out by Bolin with the bases 
loaded in the eighth — but the one-run 
lead held up and Nolan Ryan was the 
loser. Lee, running his record to 5-1 (it 
could, in truth, easily be 7-0). woke up in 
the morning to discover himself the 
number one pitcher in the American 
League.

“*Y’ asked me what kind a’ time Uh’m 
havin’ in the States, did ya not?” said 
Malcolm Young, part time amateur rugby 
player and full time metallurgist for the. 
British Steel Corporation who until last 
weekend had never been closer to the 
United States than a Sergeant Bilko 
rerun. Then Malcom made half of his 
right hand beer disappear. _ 

“Ya wine us and ya wench us and then 
ya expect us to go out and play represen-

Farmer-Little, shaking his head as he 
watched little countryman Young drain 
the rest of his beer. ‘“‘C’mon now!” 

And c’mon they had, to the 4th Annual 


a International Rugby Tournament held 


last weekend at Henry Hormel Memorial 
Stadium in Medford. Three British teams 
had come to the U.S. for the first time — 
Aberbeeg, Cross-Keys from Wales, and 
the Northern County Gaffers, the all-star 
team which included Young — to meet 
three neophyte American teams from 
Boston, St. Louis and Washington, D.C. 


| The Boston Rugby Football Club was the 
: host of the event and it seemed only fittin’ 


since Boston apparently also hosts the 
great majority of the world’s emigrated 


- Mad Welshmen and wenches. The three- 


day event coincided by design with the 
dedication of the first field ever built 


specifically for rugby in the United States 
and located adjacent to Hormel in the 
shadow of the Meadow Glen Twin Drive- 
In. And by the time it was all over, and 
each team had played the other teams in 
the tournament “once, and Northern 
County had been declared the winner of 
the Fritz Grunenbaum Trophy as best 
team (selected by a panel of judges, with 
the criteria being overall three day play), 
the question was not whether the teams 
had won or lost, but if they’d played the 
games. 

And play they did, both on and off the 
field. They had come, miners with old 


- eyes and gapped smiles from the tiny 


town of Aberbeeg which is, of course, out- 


_side of Llanhilleth, taking “the Aberbeeg 


standard further aboard than it’s ever 
been before,” as the treasurer of the 
Aberbeeg club, Bryan Woodland, put it. 
The whole town of Aberbeeg — all 2000 of 
them — had seen the team off at the 
coach which would take them to 
Glamorgan Airport. They had come 
from Cross-Keys, where P.J. Farmer- 
Little has his own wholesale stationery 
store, and where even on an unclear day 
you can see the ruggers at Pandy Park.

celebrated as Dwight Evans Night in 
Boston, but in the next day’s papers a 
brilliant individual performance was all 
but buried under the weight of the lurid 
details of The Fight. All Evans did was go 
3 for 3 (on a night the entire team had but 
6 hits), including a towering home run 
that went over the wall, over the screen, 
over Landsdowne Street, and may not 
have landed yet, score both runs, and 
make a spectacular catch in the ninth, 
reaching high over the fence to intercept 
in mid-flight an Epstein smash into the 
bullpen — with a runner on base — and 
save the game. 


Nonetheless, it was the brawl which 
commanded everyone’s attention. The 
Angels happen to be the most fight-prone 
team in the major leagues. In the space of 
24 hours they had two of them with the 
Giants back in spring training. Following 
the first, in which the Giants came out 
ahead because the Californias were out- 
numbered in terms of participants, they 
actually had a team meeting to establish 
a Fight Policy. (The upshot of which was: 
at the first sign of provocation, everybody 
out of the dugout. 


The provocation was initiated in the 
fifth inning when Alan Gallagher, having 
doubled and gone to third on a Ken Berry 
single, was trapped off base on a shot back 


to the mound. The entire episode could 
probably have been averted had the Red 
Sox executed a proper rundown, but in 


any case Tiant, after apparently trying to ~ 


stare down Gallagher for a few minutes, 
ran toward him with the ball. Gallagher 
headed back toward third, and then was 
chased toward the plate by Petrocelli once 
he got the ball. Carlton Fisk, standing 
squarely in the baseline, made the tag but 
was knocked squarely on his ass by the. 
charging Angel, who hit him hard enough 
to inspire Fisk to utter a few unkind words 
in his direction. 


In truth the episode should have ended 
right there. Even Fisk’s teammates 
agreed that Gallagher was proper in 
utilizing the bulldozer technique. With 
the catcher in the basepath under the cir- 
cumstances it is incumbent on the 
baserunner to (a) attempt to dislodge the 
ball and barring that, to (b) at least hit 
him hard enough to allow the other 
runners to advance, and in this instance 
the latter was successfully accomplished. 


When Gallagher came to the plate 
again in the seventh Tiant curved him for 
strike one. What happened then should 
have surprised no one, least of all 
Gallagher, because right or wrong, he was 
going down. (“It’s either this pitch or the 
next one,” I had remarked at the time.) 
But of course in the National League, his 


‘former habitat, pitchers are usually more 
gentlemanly about knocking people down | 


than Luis Tiant happens to be. Tiant un- 
corked a fast ball that, even after 
Gallagher ducked, missed his head by 


about an inch. The California third 
baseman expressed his displeasure, and 
for a moment appeared ready to charge 
the mound. Fisk, addressing him in 
language he probably did not learn in 
New Hampshire, suggested that he get 
back in the batter’s box. Gallagher 
proceeded to ground out and then, instead 
of heading back across the infield to the 
dugout, turned the other way, towards 
Fisk. The two briefly grappled, but were 
soon joined by every single player, 
manager, and coach on both teams. (It 
would seem to make sense in these 
situations for the occupants of the 
bullpens, rather than running all the way 
to the infield to fight each other, to simply 
square off out in the outfield, but baseball 
is a very tradition-minded sport.) 
Considering that there were over sixty 
combatants involved, it would seem 
remarkable that there wasn’t a single 
punch thrown. Rico Petrocelli and Angel’s 
catcher Jeff Torborg came closest, but 
with all those people crushed around 
them neither Gallagher nor Fisk had room 
to wind up for a shot. A serious disaster 
was averted when John Kennedy (who set 
a speed record running in from second in 
order to be the third man in) grabbed a 
bat away from Mario Guerrero and threw 
it back to the dugout. John Duffield Cur- 
tis II (who has perfected a move by which 
he removes his glasses in one motion as he 
pushes off from the dugout steps, having 
lost a pair in one of these gang fights a few 
years ago) was the most serious casualty. 
His leg got scraped when somebody 
stepped on him. 


“These things are really silly,” laughed 
Spaceman Lee. “Besides, they've got so 
many new players we don’t even know 
most of them. What am I supposed to do, 
go up and introduce myself? ‘Billy 
Grabarkewitz? I’m Bill Lee. Want to 
fight?’ ”’ 

Once order was restored and Tiant 
retired the side, a very nervous, Danny 
Cater led off the Red Sox’ half of the in- 
ning. “Am I going down?” He asked Jeff 
Torborg. 

“Nah,” replied the catcher, ‘But,’ he 
added, ‘“‘don’t quote me on that.” 

Clyde Wright’s first pitch sailed fully a 
foot and a half over Cater’s head at half 
speed. As a message it was unmistakable, 
but dangerous it was not. Cater didn’t 
even have to duck. But, in light of what 
had just transpired, plate umpire Bill 
McCoy hit Wright and both managers 
with an official warning, which carries an 
automatic $50 fine for the pitcher. The 
perfect irony of the situation is that 
Wright was fined for a pitch that carried 
all the way to the backstop on the fly, 
while Tiant’s duster was thrown with im- 
punity. 

But then, it’s a crazy game. And a crazy 
season in the craziest Division ever. But if 
something called a Ron Blomberg can be 
leading’ the major leagues with a .400 
average, why shouldn’t The Boston Red 
Sox be able to play like the Toledo Mud 
Hens for two months and still end the 
month of May only 3'» games out of first 
place? 

And why, for that matter, shouldn’t 
Bill Lee be on the All-Star team?

[Continued fram page 27] 
business. Do you want another beer?” 


A Lusty Affair 


Ah, and that was the essence of this lus- 
ty affair, a stout combination of flying 
bodies and flying beer bottles that was as 
much a social happening as an athletic 
assemblage, and which braved cold and 
heat. and rain to make its slightly 
hungover rounds. Most of the players and 
referees and lithesome hangers-on cited 
the party aspects of the matches as 
providing as sparkly an attraction as the 
matches themselves. 

“Just because you’re playing in a big 
rugby match,” said Ellery Seitz, the cap- 
tain of the Boston club, as he helped 
himself to the medicinal keg which had 
been set up in the middle of the Boston- 
Aberbeeg locker room after the Bostons 
had defeated Aberbeeg on Saturday in a 
mild upset, 14-7, “is no reason to spoil an 
even bigger party the night before.” 

The party on this particular weekend 
had begun Friday night, when a reception 
was scheduled for the Welshmen and the 
already-arrived visitors from Washington 
and St. Louis. When the BOAC flight 
carrying all three teams of the foreign 
aggregation was delayed in Shannon Air- 
port for six hours — not reaching Logan 
until midnight — the rowdies at the City 


Hall reception gleefully went about 
eliminating two kegs of beer. 

“We couldn’t very well have been 
carryin’ around two kegs of beer-all night, 
now could we?” asked Connell. 

The opening game on Saturday was 
scheduled to begin at 1 p.m., but this 
turned out to be a mere caprice of wishful 
thinking. The spectators who stood 
shivering and muttering on this cruelly 
cold day the likes of which the people 
from Wales found not unfamiliar, soon 
discovered that rugby matches commence 
when all the players show up. Those who 
did challenge the day carried ample quan- 
tities of beer, which they liberally dis- 
tributed to anyone in their general seating 
vicinity. But Saturday required 
something with a little more chomp to it 
than even Fr. Busch’s good potion — hot 
grog, perhaps, or the bottle of Black & 
White scotch from which one bearded 
onlooker guzzled fiercely. 

“I’m freezing my ass off,” gritted Jon 
Klarfeld, a Saturday spectator who 
helped found the Beacon Hill rugby club, 
“so it must be a great day for rugby.” 

“Does the city of Boston ever have heat 
waves,” asked one St. Louis player 
between choruses of his chattering teeth, 
“like when the temperature shoots way up 
there past, like, uh, 65?” 

Rugby is a game of dash and personal 
daring, a strange amalgamation of the 
brute strength of football, the magical 
quick-footed grace of soccer and the hand- 
to-eye and foot-to-eye coordination of 
basketball. The players constantly have 


to perform with the initiative and in- 
dependence of the middle man of a 
basketball fast break. The ball is fre- 
quently advanced by in-flight punts. The 
ball can be passed — but not forward. If 
tackled, the ball carrier must pass off the 
ball before he hits the ground. The only 
padding is old bruises. There is no sub- 
stitution. If a player in injured, he has two 
minutes to return to play; if he doesn’t, 
his team plays short handed until he com- 
es back — if he comes back. 


The Scoring 


There are three forms of scoring: a 
“try” is the equivalent achievement of a 
football touchdown, and is made official 
only when the scoring player touches the 
ball to the ground. A “try” is worth three 
points. The ‘“‘conversion,”’ which follows 
the try, is kicked on a line from where the 
ball was touched down (it is thus best to 
score directly in front of the goal post). A 
“conversion” is worth two points. And 
finally, there are penalty goals and drop 
goals, each worth three points. The game 
is a free-flowing, freewheeling exercise 
which personifies the joy which is sup- 
posed to accrue to Sport. 

“People just can’t understand why I 
want to freeze and roll around in the mud 
on a Sunday afternoon when I could be 
watching an NFL doubleheader,” said 
Klarfeld. ‘‘But I happen to think it's good 
for the soul to go out and bang heads with 
other adult human beings. Some games 
are scaled towards the spectator.

There were no nervous breakdowns on 
Saturday, but the people on hand 
witnessed the best rugby of the tourna- 
ment.

suggested that South Boston be excluded 
from the plan. 


“Its people are intensely bostile to 
blacks,”” Jaffee concluded. “Almost no 
blacks have elected to go into available 
space in South Boston either under their 
district assignment which gives them a 
preference or under controlled transfer.” 
He could have added that those blacks 
who have attended the Gavin Elementary 
School or South Boston High have elected 
to leave as quickly as possible. It is hard 
to learn in an atmosphere of fear and 
hostility. 


Busing is not an easy issue to deal with. 
It is hard to support a proposition which 
requires that the government force in- 
dividual citizens to do something against 
their will. It is hard to visualize a situa- 
tion in Boston where desegregation would 
come unaccompanied by violence and 
chaos in the schools. The attitudes of 
politicians like John Kerrigan, Louise Day 
Hicks and Albert “Dapper” O’Neil and 
the refusal of men like Kevin White to 
provide some semblance of moral 
leadership and sane debate have, at this 
late date, poisoned the racial-educational 
waterhole to the point where it may take 
years for the damage to be undone. Bus- 
ing has, thanks to this state’s politicians, 
become a great divider of races not a tool 
to provide equal educational opportunity 


and racial understanding. 

Eight years ago, the School Committee 
could have acted sensibly and begun the 
desegregation of the Boston schools at the 
lowest grade-level where attitudes of 
students are less hardened. Each year, 
desegregation could have been extended 
upward one more grade. By ow, grades 
kindergarten through seventh would have 
been desegregated and there would be no 
debate of hatred on busing. The com- 
mittee did not choose to do this 
but—instead—tried to hold back the 
hands of time and history while diverting 
parents’ attention from the real 
educational issue: Boston’s 
deteriorating and corrupt school system. 


There is one hope left for this city; a 
hope that Boston students will act more 
sensibly than their parents and with more 
understanding than the pols. The kids 
who go to school in this city know what 
rotten education they are getting. They 
state this eloquently when any adult will 
listen. Perhaps they will stand with a 
white student in Prince Georges County, 
Virginia—scene of a major busing uproar 
earlier this year—who said, “I’m not 
surprised at how well it went. If it had 
been the parents who were coming to 
school today, I’d say there would be trou- 
ble. But it’s not. It’s us kids. We really 
run the school and that’s why it’s going to 
be all right.” 


That is a far more sane statement than 
any we have heard from the O’Neils, the 
Kerrigans, the Whites and the Foleys over 
the past decade. Just let us hope that the 
kids here can bail us out as well. 


Another Runner 


Local political types keep insisting that 
Somerville Mayor and Middlesex County 
Commissioner S. Lester Ralph is seriously 
considering a run for governor. Ralph, an 


. ambitious man despite his good reputa- 


tion is somewhat boxed in on tries for 
higher office. He cannot run for Congress. 
Tip O'Neill is not likely to vacate his seat 
in the near future. A run for state rep 
would require Ralph to give up his 
mayoral seat and that would leave him 
with less of a platform than before. (And 
besides, the Somerville reps are pretty 
well entrenched.) And it would require a 
great deal of money for Ralph to challenge 
the very well entrenched Denis McKenna 
for a state senate seat. The gubernatorial 
bid looks promising because some liberal 
money people are not at all happy with a 
choice between Bob Quinn and Mike 
Dukakis. McGovern-McCarthy people 
are slow to forgive Dukakis for his early 
support of Ed Muskie. Which could leave 
Ralph with a chance to at least make a 
well-publicized run for the gubernatorial 
roses. And who knows? Maybe the voters 
would find Ralph to their liking. 


The Big Move 


Any move by the Black Caucus out of 
the Republican Party can be blamed not 
only on the regular party leadership but 
on State Representative John Buckley (D 
- Abington), the leader of the liberal block 
in the House. Buckley all but killed any 
hopes of creating a black senatorial dis- 
trict under redistricting when he rose to 
oppose such a move. Buckley said he was 


opposing the black caucus plan only 
because some suburban towns would be 
split up under the caucus version. He then 
turned around however and refused to 
vote with the caucus on having the whole 
senatorial redistricting plan sent back to 
committee for further study in hopes that 
a black district would be carved out 
without disturbing suburban town lines. “ 
Buckley said any such a move would have 
to involve gerrymandering. (He obviously 
feels that the way the Senate insured Bill 
Bulger’s district staying predominantly 
white—adding Charlestown—was not 
gerrymandering of the worst order.) The 
black caucus attitude towards this was: if 
Buckley and the liberals of the 
Democratic Party aren't going to be with 
us maybe we ought to go elsewhere. Said 
another rep close to the caucus, 
“Buckley's move was the last straw. They 
just felt they had to do something.” 


Apology 


This reporter owes an apology to 
WCVB.-TV for a brief mention of the sta- 
tion in a column three weeks ago. I had in- 
formation that WCVB had backed off 
supporting the journalists’ shield bill for 
fear of losing their license. I committed a 
most grevious jouralistic error and did not 
check my information. WCVB did 
editorialize in support of a total shield bill 
early on in the fight for this legislation. 
They did not back off the issue for fear of 
losing their newly-acquired license. A per- 
sonal apology to WCVB editorial writer 
Phil Balboni who wrote that particular 
editorial and pointed out my error to me.

What may have been The Last Model Car Contest occurred recent- 
ly in Brookline in front of the Coolidge Corner Woolworth’s’on Earth 
Day. Why they decided to have such a contest on Earth Day, con- 
sidering that cars are not major contributors to ecological harmony, 
is not known; but contest organizer Gil Riveiro had the best inten- 
tions. Gil is Assistant Manager at Woolworth’s and thought it would 
be a good idea for the kids to have a model car contest.

It was my first interview, and I was 
prepared to ask Linda everything from 
her views on the B’Nai Brith to 
Watergate. In case you've forgotten, 
Bostonians, Linda Lovelace is the heroine 
of Deep Throat, a pornographic movie we 
are not permitted to see in our pure en- 
virons, although anybody who has 
wandered down Washington street, or 
even simply perused the movie ads, knows 
that there are movies showing in this town 
that are not for the whole family, at least 
not for all of them at the same time. And 
yet the plot of Deep Throat can be told 
without even bringing a blush to our 
cheeks in this age of clinical enquiry. Lin- 
da plays a free-swinging woman who has 
not yet been able to find true sexual con- 
tentment, much to her sorrow. Quite by 
chance she learns that she has a clitoris in 
her throat and once this discovery has 
been made the doctor who made it sends 
her out to make house calls on a series of 
men whose problems mesh with hers. 
Now don’t make the same mistake I did 
and confuse her technique with another. 
Linda rebuked me with all the starchy 
professionalism of a nurse when I used the 
wrong phrase. What she does is “give deep 
throat’’, that is, takes the penis all the 
way down into the throat and she really 
does it on camera and off. But I’m getting 
ahead of my story as they say. 


As I pushed the button for the sixth 
floor in the Statler Hilton and the elevator 
started to rise, the palms of my hands 
broke into a» sweat and I started to 
swallow convulsively. It wasn’t so much 
my feeling of inadequacy of my limited 
oral background, don’t chew gum, don’t 
smoke, don’t even hum in the shower. No. 
I had been involved in a far deeper 


- struggle trying to resolve conflicted 


feelings about pornography in general. 


And how about my position as a member 


of Women’s Liberation? What business 
did I have letting two male editors of that 
male dominated capitalist press I work for 
assign me to this dubious story? 
Shouldn’t I have refused? But then isn’t it 
a newspaper person’s sacred trust to in- 
vestigate fearlessly all matters of public 
interest? Didn’t we learn that sex crimes 
in Denmark dropped sharply when 
restrictions on blue movies were dropped? 
A couple of summers ago in Copenhagen 
my husband and I went to see a film 
demurely entitled in English, ““Why do 
they F..k?” We chose it from others with 
raunchier titles because it seemed to 
cover more ground. It had interviews with 
and action shots of the famous Froken X 
who liked to make it with animals, two 
lesbians, and several heterosexual couples 
who were working in live shows in town. I 
figured it would be a first step to seeing if 
I could take a live show. By the time it 
was over, I, at any rate, had had enough. 
The secret was out. The heterosexual 
couples looked just like us, the lesbians 
exactly like descriptions in pornographic 
books, and the bull looked terribly bored. 


If coming to grips with one’s fantasies 
could render them so boring maybe Linda 
and blue movies are the advance guard of 


a huge sanitizing drive. But maybe I’m . 


against that. We may find after fantasies 
are killed off that they were necessary and 
irreplaceable in the psycho ecological 
balance of the mind, a leaven without 


_ which we lead lives as tasteless as mat- 


ZOR: 


The elevator dumped me on to one of 
those corridors with thick carpeting that 
muffle the sounds of the unspeakable 
practices going on behind the bolted 
doors. One of my fantasies had been that 
Linda would be dressed like Tricia Nixon, 
all collars and cuffs, but art is more life- 
like, and she appeared at my timid knock- 
ing, tall, slim, dressed in faded denimy 
pants, platform shoes and gauzy blouse 
unbuttoned to the close to navel. Hair 
fashionably frizzed, Linda’s twenty-two, 
got a nice smile, and a flat, somewhat 


N.Y. accent. 


“Since Linda and Chuck Traynor, her 
manager, were in town to hype her book, 
Inside Linda Lovelace, (Pinnacle Books, 
N. Y., 184 pp., $1.75), we talked about 
that first. Linda feels that it’s a book that 


a lot of people are going to be able to 
relate to, “because I was so straight and 
like inhibited at one time in my life and 
I’m like so totally opposite now.” Linda 
kicked straighthood around her junior 
year in Catholic high school. “I decided 
the Catholic religion was not my trip at all 
so I started getting into bigger and better 
things.” She met Chuck Traynor when he 
was looking for models for stills for Ferrari 
cars, and it was he who taught her about 
deep throat. Under his tutelage which in- 
cluded hypnosis, she learned to control 
her throat muscles, hold her breath, and 
block her gag reflex until. Like the 
Japanese women Chuck had described to 


~ her, she was able to take the full length of 


his marvelous self all the way down her 
throat. 


Leaving aside the question of whether 
or not Linda is exploited since I think it’s 
pretty self-evident that anyone who only 
gets $1,200 dollars for a picture which is 


- grossing nine million and is expected to 


gross 20 million by the end of the year is 
obviously exploited, what about Deep 
Throat and the knottier problems of sex, 
sexism and society? There’s no doubt in 
my mind that if a film shows degrading 
and oppressive, i.e., sadistic sex practices 
it ought to be banned. But if it shows 
pleasure mutually given and receiyed, 
isn’t that. infinitely preferable to the 
overwhelming majority of films dealing 
with blood and violence that daily pass all 
censorship? I can’t imagine my teen-age 
children would be worse off if for every 
rotten TV show they’ve been allowed to 
watch about destruction they had seen 
one on sex practices, even those of Ming 
dynasty geishas. 


Linda says Deep Throat is just ‘‘a com- 
edy, a funny comedy about sex. One of the 
things that made the movie. was 
that after getting into all those 
fantastic sex scenes I could turn 
around and give a big smile to the 
audience and a big grin and say ‘I love it’.” 
Linda’s “very neutral” about Women’s 
Liberation. She thinks of herself as a 
“liberated woman”, a term which is 
clearly synonymous for her and Chuck 
with a sexually swinging “chick”. Her 
manager, Chuck Traynor, a tall friendly 
middle-aged guy with handlebar 
moustache and soft voice, says that Deep 
Throat has revolutionized porn by bring- 
ing in comedy, a plot, and a group of peo- 
ple who don’t fake anything and really 
like what they’re doing. As Chuck says , it 
wasn’t made for the existing porno 
audience of “dirty old men aged thirty- 
five on up who don’t know and appreciate 
real sex”’. It was, in fact, Chuck explain- 
ed, a movie for men to bring their wives 
to. Women aren’t afraid to sit through 
Deep Throat because it’s a comedy and 
when they hear people laughing they relax 
and of course they can get the message all 
the better. The message? ‘Every woman 
in the United States should know how to 
satisfy herself better and satisfy anyone 
she has sex with and Linda’s ability to 
deliver that, totally uninhibited on the 
screen, I think that’s where the redeeming 
value will be, some chick sitting there in 
the audience never been able to give head 
to anybody seeing she’s not going to’turn 
green, seeing it’s really going to work. . .” I 
must confess that I haven’t seen the film, 
but I gagged a bit on that one. Chuck 
went on to claim that Women’s Libera- 


tion likes what the movie’s done because _ - 


it shows, “‘that a woman can actually 
derive (sic) her own type of pleasure and 
then a woman can go out in the world and 
find her type of pleasure and enjoy herself 
using the male as her tool to achieve what 
she wants.”’ I guess I’d feel better about 
that statement if Linda were Chuck’s 
manager; after all he’s the tool and she’s 
got the technique, but the revolution 
won’t be-made overnight, and certainly 
not by Linda, who earlier in the interview 
had said she was proud of her body, proud 


- to use it to the fullest and after all, “a 


woman is put here on earth to please a 
man.” 

Scenting the brimstone of a left over 
theology from that abandoned Catholic 
girlhood, I had tried to take issue. Then I 
got nervous. Probably interviewers are not

allowed to proselytize during working 
hours. Of course Linda was perfectly 
straightforward in the interview and in 
her book about women sex partners. She’s 
had plenty of them and enjoys them, she 
also is equally loving of all three orifices, 
although she does get a particular 
pleasure from giving deep throat and does 
admit that doing things on camera does 
‘give her an extra thrill. Linda is a true 


‘daughter of Fanny Hill, as you probably. 


have gathered, not of “O”’. If it’s fun, do 
it. And both she and Check were quite 
down on a film like The Devil In Miss 
Jones. ‘“‘That’s a movie that plays with 
your head,” said Chuck as disapproving 
as any Urban League matron, “It’s a 
horror film. It opens with a chick cutting 
her wrist. It sort of plays with her head 
because it’s a chick that led a totally 
straight life and the devil said you can go 
back to earth if you become a super freak. 
And that’s not really the way it is, that’s 
as far from reality as you can get. All the 
acts in Deep Throat are real and able to 


happen: A lot of films go for box office by 


having something freaky...”’ | managed to 
demur that by most people’s standards 
Deep Throat was a wee bit freaky. But 
Chuck objected saying he had learned 
deep throat in Japan. “It was taught to 
geisha girls in the Ming Dynasty.” 

- That seemed to end that bit of reality 
vs. fantasy. And the nice thing about Lin- 
da is her conviction that anybody can do 


it. Puts her up there with all the other 


great religious leaders: it’s possible, have 


faith, practice. Well, good works have - 


proved her salvation. She’s got 
engagements lined up at Las Vegas and 
Lake Tahoe, two R-rated films are in 
preproduction, and Deep Throat II is 
waiting in the wings when the public has 
become sated with Deep Throat. Linda 
has planned some new techniques for her 
new films. She’s not saying, of course, 
what. And then there are the en- 
dorsements, hopefully, the Lovelace 
sweatshirts, naturally, a monthly column 
for Oui, literarally. 

It’s hard to describe exactly Linda’s 
quality, exactly what imprint she leaves. 
She’s bland without any of the zany 
charm, voice or posture of Viva Superstar. 
And she doesn’t play to you like an ac- 
tress, who tries to capture your interest, 
your sympathies, to dazzle you, or to 
simply make a friend. 

What she is, is the possessor of a secret. 
Not the secret of ‘“‘deep throat”, but her 
conviction that what deep throat 
represents is what the whole world is real- 
ly about. It’s not the cynicism of a 
prostitute who knows what they all want, 
although it may get to be that way for her. 
No, at the moment, in our incredibly 
sexually-obsessed society, she sees herself 
doing what they'd all like to be able to do: 
getting her kicks balling anybody, 
anyway. 


When ! left Linda and Chuck, we shook 
hands, but I couldn’t account for the sur- 
prised looks on their faces until I was back 
in the elevator. It was obvious that's 
something they don’t do very often.

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Believe Saw ‘The Whole Damn

LOVE AND PAIN AND THE 
WHOLE DAMN THING. Directed 
by Alan J. Pakula. Screenplay by 
_Alvin Sargent. With: Maggie Smith, 
‘Timothy Bottoms. At the Paris. 


With a title like this one, can’t you just 
tell right away? I sure could, or at least I 
could at the time, which was something 
like four months ago. Columbia has had 
Love and Pain in the can for even longer 
than that—it’s now a year, in fact, since 
something called The Widower was rather 
hesitantly previewed at the Charles. It 
was subsequently re-edited a bit, and I 
presume the original title was altered 


because it gave away the ending, such as 
it is. 

I know I had a fairly violent reaction at 
the time, but four months’ worth of 
cooling-off has gone a long way towards 
blunting the memory. So now, in 
retrospect, it doesn’t seem nearly as bad 
as it almost certainly is. Timothy Bot- 
toms, who’s fumbly enough to give shy 
kids a bad name, plays a young asthmatic 
introvert whose father, an unbearable, 
prizewinning academic, packs him off to 
Europe for a therapeutic bike trip. There 
he meets Maggie Smith, a fidgety English 
schoolmarm type who’s too many years 
his senior. But after much tender clum- 
siness they fall in love ‘anyway, and 


weather all manner of improbable 
obstacles (i.e. a wealthy, handsome 
nobleman who takes a shine to her) until 
tragedy strikes. She, it turns out, is mak- 
ing her last voyage, and he is dumbstruck 
by the awful news. So was I, suddenly 
reminded of a Yalie-scripted boxoffice 
smash that wormed its way into the mul- 
timillion bracket using this very same 
sudden death method. 

This is the third and worst of Alan J. 
Pakula’s odd-couple romances, with the 
damning factors its problems in continui- 
ty, schmaltz-laden script (see title), and 
the sheer unbelievability of its central 
relationship. On the sparsely~populated 
plus side, Maggie Smith is wonderful 


almost under any circumstances, and this 
is certainly a better vehicle for her talents 
than anything else she’s done lately. And 
parts of the story are fairly funny, in*# 
smotheringly warm and tender sort of 
way. 


The screening I caught this at was a: 


small one, attended by only a few 
reviewers and a small, queasy core of 
Columbia execs, who were trying to 
decide whether or not to release the pic- 
ture at all. I guess they, like the film’s 
troubled hero, had their own fuzzy 
reasons for deciding things the way they 
did. But they sure looked worried when 
the lights came up.

THE MATTEI AFFAIR. Directed 
by Francesco Rosi. Written by Rosi, 
Tonino Guerra, Nerio Minuzzo and 
Tito de Stefano. Produced by Franco

The Mattei Affair is a fact-based 
Italian political import dealing with a 
public industrialist’s rise to power and 
controversy, and his subsequent 
mysterious plane crash death. Though it 
is a bit too emotionally sterile for my 
tastes, the film is pictorially brilliant, 
deftly structured, and dramatically cen- 
tralized by an outstanding performance 
by its star, Gian Maria Volonte. 

The title character is Enrico Mattei 
who, before his death in 1962, was con- 
sidered one of the most powerful men in 
Italy. Some considered him to be one of 
the most dangerous. In 1946, as head of 
AGIP, a government-owned firm concern- 
ed with the development of oil resources, 
Mattei attracted world attention for dis- 
covering sizable methane gas deposits in 
northern Italy. Soon after, he was able to 
form ENI, Italy’s national hydrocarbon 
body, and started negotiating with Arab 
countries for oil rights—oil being, accor- 
ding to Mattei, the stuff that revolutions 
are made of. While in power, Mattei 
succeeded in alienating the U.S. (which in 
general was put off by his fiercely 
nationalistic attitudes), as well as many 
of his own countrymen who regarded him 
as a megalomaniac, accusing him, 
amongst other things, of manipulation of 
information and personal extravagances. 
When his private plane crashed, there 
were many Italians who claimed that his 
death was a result of intentional sabotage 
on the part of one of his many enemies, 


which included both the United States 
and the Mafia. 

In his cinematic essay approach, direc- 
tor Francesco Rosi does not pass glib 
judgement on either his central figure or 
that figure’s accident - assassination. We 
are shown both issues in all their com- 
plexities and nuances, ultimately being 
asked to judge for ourselves. As for 
dramatic thrust, on second thought one 
may wonder how the film. clicks at all; 
most of the ‘“dramatics” take the form of 
simulated interviews, conference dis- 
cussions and public addresses. Rosi 
engages us in these ostensibly dry 
proceedings with stunning composition 
and rhythm, an eye for detail, and a feel- 
ing for authenticity. 

He has also gotten another superb per- 
formance from Gian Maria Volonte. The 
dynamic and versatile Volonte has es- 
tablished himself in recent years as one of 
cinema’s most remarkable actors. Past 
accomplishments range from his brooding 
Mexican bandolero in For A Few Dollars 
More to the schizoid mobster in The 
Violent Four to the persecuted but 
resilient Bartolomeo Vanzetti in Sacco 
and Vanzetti. As Mattei, Volonte gives 
another full bodied and multi-layered 
portrayal, this time of a man driven, toa 
point of self-destruction, towards power 
and accomplishment. 

Despite this performance, The Mattei 
Affair tends to be emotionally un- 
satisfying. As in his earlier political film, 
Hands Over the City, Rosi displays little 
sense of human drama. A film like Sacco 
and Vanzetti does not project the same 
painstaking objectivity that Rosi captures 
in his newest film, but despite the 


former’s alleged caricatures and ~ 


simplification, its overwhelming 


emotional impact makes it ultimately 


preferable to Rosi’s detailed, noncom- 


mital distance. In keeping a _ positive 
perspective, this significant failing 
demonstrates in a reverse fashion how 
strong the film’s attributes are, for Rosi’s 
visual expertise and Volonte’s perfor- 
mance still manage to make The Mattei 
Affair worthwhile.

WEDDING IN WHITE Written and 
directed by William Fruet. With 
Carol Kane and Donald Pleasence. At 
the CInema — C2nema, Allston. 


When Wedding in White had its initial 
release in Ontario late last fall, it was in- 
stantly acclaimed a great Canadian film. 
In Canada, where good movies are ex- 
ceedingly rare, the tendency is to seize on 
any interesting film and overpraise it — 
but the efforts of Donald Shebib and 
Claude Jutra have deserved this praise, so 
I went, hopefully, to look at Wedding In 
White. It’s not a good movie; it’s not even 
very interesting, once you realize (after 
about half an hour) that you’ve learned 
all you’re going to about the people in the 
movie. But it helps to explain, I think, 
why the Canadian film industry is in such 
an artistic bind. 

Wedding in White is thestory of alonely, 
somewhat backward girl who is raped by 
her brother’s best friend the night the two 
boys, soldiers, come home on leave, and 
who is forced to marry an aging, drunken 
friend of the family to appease her sham- 
ed parents. The setting is a small town, 
it’s true, and the time is decades past, but 
the morality of the film is solidly Vic- 
torian. I thought we’d moved past those 
dreadful, weepy sagas of wronged women 
and ne’er-do-well husbands, but ap- 
parently I was wrong; the Canadian 
critics — and some of the American ones 
— have admired this movie for its 

“naturalism” and “sensitivity” and its 
“Canadian flavor.” 

Well, it’s about as ‘aatumniiette as old 
American melodrama, which is in effect 
what Wedding in White is — a 
transplanted meller, taken seriously (God 


help us) and embellished with the worst 
furnishings of those girl-he-left-behind 
movies of the twenties and thirties. If the 
author. William Fruet, had made some 
attempt to fill in the characters (one of 
whom, the raging father, is played with 
cold proficiency by Donald Pleasence), it 
might get points for being “‘sensitive,’’ but 
the nearest adjective that comes to mind 
is ‘‘vulnerable” — and that isn’t the same 
thing at all. 

Yes, the film does have a Canadian 
flavor, but it doesn’t help. The reason 
that nobody outside of Canada looks at 
Canadian versions of material that is 
already old hat to Americans — and Wed- 
ding in White confirms that reputation. 
Fruet also directed; he probably became’a 
director just to get his property onto the 
screen (it was originally a stage play). It’s 
well made, but his talents as a director are 
at the service of his lack of talent as a 
screenwriter, and his conviction that 
something so archaic is still worth doing. 
The only artistic direction that Canadian 
filmmakers can take is to find material 
that taps‘something unique in the Cana- 
dian experience, or discusses a type of ex- 
perience that is tempered by a Canadian 
lifestvle. That’s what Shebib did in Goin’ 
Down the Road, and Jutra in Mv Unele 
Antoine. Who wants to see a prairie 
rewrite of Fannie Hurst?

Things might have more mercifully 
ended here, but an expense-paid inter- 
view generates more than enough inertia 
to keep itself going long beyond its logical 
predicate. Horstmann was just beginning 
his tour when sudilenly the halls began to 
fill with people leaving their offices. A 
secretary brushed past Jeff and offered 
a cryptic invitation to Mr. Horstmann, 
“It’s time.” 

The time was 4:30, the hour traditional- 
ly set aside for the station’s daily mass 
prayer meeting. Leaving a skeleton staff 
to engineer the fill-in programming, the 
entire personnel body of WYAH retired to 
the in-house chapel for services. Horst- 
mann excused himself saying he’d be 
back in ten minutes, and headed for the 
action. For the next hour and a half Jeff 
was alone in the CBN studios listening to 
the sounds of clapping, stomping and 
voices singing “Praise the Lord,” from in- 
side the chapel. 

“Left entirely alone with nothing but a 
few line and preview monitors for com- 
pany, I felt an urgent need for something 
to do. I was hardly in the mood to watch 
their reruns of Fury and Leave It to 
Beaver, and had quickly covered the 
available reading matter which consisted 
of the Lord’s Prayer and the Ten Com- 
mandments. 

“IT began to explore. Studio A was emp- 
ty except for a permanent set which filled 
about half the space. It consisted of four 
banks of telephones, about forty in all, 
placed on tiers rising back into an expanse 
of bluish flats, and was used nightly at 
9:00 for a live show called the 700 Club. I 
have no idea from what the name was 
derived, and would probably be sued if I 
guessed. 

“The telephones themselves were not 
very interesting, except that there were so 
many. What did fascinate me was that 
beside each phone were two or three 
memo sized pads of paper whose apparent 

function was for taking orders for prayers 
to be read on the air. Knowing that 
nobody would believe my story back in 
civilization without evidence, I liberated 
a couple of bills-’o-fare.”

The second pad was headed Answers to 
Prayer. It listed items such as salvation, 
baptism of the Holy Spirit and healed of 
peeve , How long had it? under the general 
heading GOD ANSWERED PRAYERS 
FOR. Would you be willing to testify on 
the air? If so, when? There was a bold- 
faced notation at the bottom of this sheet, 
“Operator: Be sure to pray and thank God 
with person before completion of call.” 

‘Looking over the Prayer Request 
Form, I noticed that under the heading 
‘Please Pray For. . .’ one did not have the 
choice of oneself. Otherwise I might have 
left my order ‘to be saved’ from “other 
(the Christian Broadcasting Network)’ 
and ‘to be delivered from: other 
(Virginia.)’ ” 

At 5:30 the station ran Davy & Goliath 
cartoons, so Jeff took advantage of this 
lull in the programming to find a phone 
and call the airport. There were no planes 
out to Boston until 6:45 the next evening. 

“T figured I’d better catch up with Mr. 
Horstmann. Not that I really wanted to 
talk to him, but I was out $96, sick to my 
stomach and stranded. I found him once 
and he said something about food and 
something else about coming back to 
watch the 700 Club. My reactions were 
mixed. Then he wandered off again saying 
he’d be back in five minutes. Twenty 
minutes later I set out to look for him 
again and found him sitting at Carol’s 
desk laughing and joking with his fellow 
Christians. 

“I stood just out of his line of vision con- 
templating the nature of Hell. My lurking 
presence made the others uncomfortable 
and the party broke up. Mr. Horstmann 


was not so easily defeated. He got up, 
brushed past me, said he would be back in 
ten minutes and went down the stairs. I 
went too. 

“He collared some kid in the studio and 
I stood off to the side again. They saw me, 
came over, Horstmann introduced me to 
Bob, gave him $10 and sent us out to 
dinner. Before Horstmann could dis- 
appear again I explained to him that I 
didn’t think this was going to work. I told 
him I didn’t want to waste his time by 
coming back tomorrow so maybe we 
should just forget it. 

“Thus off the hook he became very 


’ pleasant. He said he’d pay my expenses if 


I came back the next morning and that he 
had arranged for me to spend the night 
with a couple who worked at the station. I 
begged off this offer but Horstman in- 
sisted that I go to dinner with Bob. 

“Dinner was the nicest part of the day. 
Bob was a pleasant, tolerant fellow. I did 
have to endure his life story — a former 
marine, and his response to my questions 
as to whether a listener-sponsored 
religious station could survive in Boston 
was ‘God will provide,’ but this was mild 
compared with what I'd already been 
through. Bob dropped me off at the Holi- 
day Inn. I made plane reservations for the 
next morning, called my wife, Diane, 
watched some secular TV and cried 
myself to sleep.”

The next morning Jeff felt better. He 

took a cab to WYAH and asked the 


woman driver to wait while he went in 
and collected his expenses from Carol's 
petty cash drawer. He continued on to 
Norfolk by cab to catch the airport 
limousine. 

“Tt wasn’t a bad trip, except that when 
we started sharing cab driving ex- 
periences she launched into all the welfare 
“welchers” she meets. She recounted one 
day when two such welfare recipients had 
run out on her leaving her owing the cab 
company two big fares. I sympathized. 
She concluded, ‘I don’t know what I’d 
done wrong, but God must have been 
punishing me for something.’ Another one. 

“I just made the limousine. All the way 
to the airport the couple next to me alter- 
nately fought and necked. I thought I was 
never going to leave Virginia, never going 


_ to see my wife again and never going to be 


able to warn people about what goes on 
down there. But I did make it back and 
now I’m spreading my own Word, ‘Don’t 
go south of Quincy!’ ” 

WXNE—TV Boston isn’t on the air 
yet. No one seems to know anything 
beyond the basic fact that the Christian 
Broadcasting Network is presently licens- 
ed to broadcast. The obvious questions as 
to whether these people are sincere in 
their motives or if they are simply preying 
on the pathetic gullibility~of the unfor- 
tunate can be equally applied to many 
churches. Boston's ability to support this 
sort of thing is another question. In any 
event, watch for it — or watch out for it.

Movies like A Warm December — even 
the title is shrivelling — are beyond spoof- 
ing, because they’re tenth editions of 
material that has already been spoofed for 
years. A friend of mine suggested that the 
movie should have been called Warmed 
Over December. In it, Poitier, who also 
directed, plays a brilliant slum doctor 
who also races motor bikes and says cool 
things like “‘Girl, blowing people’s minds 


must be your hobby.” He’s really a man of 


the people. The mysterious women he 
falls in love with is the niece of the 
Republic of Torunda’s ambassador to 
England (the film is set,in London), but 
he doesn’t know this at first; she’s just an 
attractive girl who is being shadowed by a 
Chinese, a Cockney, and a black man 
with face scars. And who could blame him 
for being intrigued? In her shades, looking 
tough and trying hard to seem enigmatic, 
Esther Anderson looks like she stepped 
out of the trailers for Coffy that precede 


the feature. When she gets close enough to 
Poitier to exchange a few words, and 
removes her glasses, we can see that she’s 
beautiful, and has a lovely voice, and rhay 
even be a good actress, though God knows 
her performance in this movie won’t tell 
us. 

A Warm December is the kind of movie 
that cries out to be called charming and 
diverting, and I guess it’s not offensive, 
but that’s the nicest thing I can find to 
say about it. The white family that 
Poitier’s daughter stays with while they're 
visiting London is too cute for words, and 


so thoroughly boring that at first I 


thought Poitier was being satirical. I was 
wrong, though; the daughter always 
seems overjoyed to see these friends, and 
that’s because she’s pretty dull, too. But 
Esther Anderson isn’t, and Poitier 
couldn’t be even if he worked at it (and 
from the looks of this movie, he has been 
working at it). Neither is Miriam 
Makeba, who wrote a haunting song call- 
ed “‘Nongogo” that’s sung at one point in 
a nightclub (not, I’m afraid, by Makeba 
herself). And the rest is, or ought to have

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Moanin’ the Twilight

There was once a Howlin’ Wolf calling 
card in the patchwork of memorabilia 
that swells my wallet, and although the 
card’s long lost, I recall for sure that it did 
not offer the Wolf's services for weddings, 
bar mitzvahs or any of the occasions that 
serve as the staples of lesser musicians. 
Despite that, though, the former Chester 
Burnett provided the music for a 
standing-room-only birthday party in 
Cambridge last week and suffered no 
come-down. 

The week-long stay by the Wolf 
celebrated the first birthday of Joe’s Place 
in Inman Square, and the aging but still 
awesome singer demonstrated, perhaps 
better than anyone else could, the 
measure of owner Joe Spatafora’s success 
in making his Inman Square bar a blues 
showcase worthy of the legendary likes of 
Howlin’ Wolf. 

Begun as a somewhat contrived reac- 
tion to criticism that blues, born in 
roadhouses and ghetto taverns, could not 
be justly performed at, say, Carnegie 
Hall, Joe’s Place last week, with the 
Wolf’s 300 pounds of rhythmic joy on 
stage, showed all the signs of success in its 
experiment consciously to re-create the 
blues environs. 

The occasion attracted the presence of 
all the city’s blues mafia — from agent 
provacateur Dick Waterman to 
biographer Peter Guralnick — who, along 
with Joe’s tearful testimonials promising 
that “this is the best you’ll ever hear,” 
lent an air of specialness to the smoky at- 
mosphere. They, as well as_liquor- 
depleting crowds and a BCN radio 
audience, were there to “‘see the Wolf in a 
club,” an elusive privilege formerly 
reserved for those who knew which stop to 
get off at on Chicago’s El and would brave 
the journey, or who had beaten the 
wrecker’s ball to Beale St., Memphis, 

where the Aberdeen, Miss.-born Mr. 
Burnett first put together his hypnotic 
combination of rural chants and a 3-piece 
~ band with amplifiers. 

The occasion was rendered even more 
unusual by the Wolf’s recent ill health 
(he’s had three heart attacks), and his 
disappointing performances at the large 
outdoor festivals which the 63-year-old 
originator of “Spoonful,” ‘Smokestack 
Lighting,” and “Little Red Rooster’ has 
chosen lately for most of his appearances. 
Those fiascos generally found the ‘Wolf, 
accustomed to a long build-up before his 
walk-on, shoved onto a stage as large as 
the clubs he usually played, only to crawl

around in a vain attempt to hastily mold 
an “act.” 

Those at Joe’s, however, bore witness to 
the full, overwhelming crescendo of a 
blues-oriented band that could probably 
play almost anything, topped by a 
singer/harmonica player with the most 
striking of personal styles. The man 
whose growling, piercing voice and 
strangely syncopated music have: made 
him the model of more than one English 
blues phenom proved clearly he still has 
plenty of lessons to teach in performance. 

The Wolf Revue, as it must be called 
with each of five sidemen taking turns in 
leading the warm-up for the star, recalled 
how incredibly satisfying the old, formal 
“entertainment” approach can be. Sax- 
aphonist Eddie Shaw, nominal leader of 
the band when the ailing Wolf rests in the 
wings, addresses everyone as “ladies and 
gents’’ and expresses satisfaction in 
“working hard for your party this after- 
noon,”’ before rocking into solos bound to 
convince the most blase Bostonian he’s 
been transported to the rockingest joint 
on the wrong side of the tracks down 
home. By the time the Wolf is announced 
— “the evil man,” “the backdoor man,” 
“Mr. All Night Long,” ‘300 pounds of 
heavenly joy” — the band (S.P. Leary, 
drums, Hubert Sumlin, guitar, Detroit 


Junior, piano, Andrew McMahon,bass, 
and Shaw) have so warmed things up that 
it hardly seems to matter if the man with 
his name on the cardboard sign in the 
window shows up at all. 

An extraordinarily confident performer, 
though, the Wolf hardly has to worry 
about topping the acts of those 20 years 
his junior who surround him. As soon as 
he ambles to the bandstand, as meekly as 
a 64”, 300-pound man can, he rivets 
attention. Even through his age, it’s easy 
to see the absolute power he must have 
combined in his prime, the power that 
those who saw him in West Memphis or 
West Helena still speak of reverentially. 
“He had the most beautiful skin,” singer 
Johnny Shines has recalled. ‘‘He was 
-‘mystical.” 

The Wolf at Joe’s was decidedly conser- 
ving his waning strength. The sets were 
short and he sat down through much of 
them. The effect, though, was to enhance 
appreciation of the few moans that he did 
toss the hungry crowd. The Wolf suffers 
none of the repetitiousness that plagues so 
many blues singers. His arrangements are 
careful and variea. He’s straight from the 
country — complete with a janitor-like 
key chain dangling from paint-spotted 
work pants — and he’s got all the 
rhythmic variety of Charley Patton and 


Blind Lemon Jefferson, his mentors in the 
Mississippi Delta, circa 1928. 

Perhaps the greatest joy of his sets is 
watching Wolf working with his adopted 
son and guitarist for the past 20 years (!), 
Hubert Sumlin. Just as the Wolf uses his 
trademark groans and growls sparingly, 
Sumlin, an instrumental alter-ego, has 


_ mastered the counterpoint guitar work to 


accompany his teacher. Sumlin, always 
humbly in the background, off-handedly 
comes in with bursts of blue notes whose 
less-than-obvious phrasing eluded the 
likes of Eric Clapton on an immortal ex- 
change on the Wolf's London Sessions. 
Don’t try clapping along with the Wolf, 
and don't put a metronome to Hubert 
Sumlin — the beat never comes when you 
expect it. 

It was on an utterly appropriate 
number for the aging Wolf that he and 
Sumlin demonstrated the full power of 
their long-evolving partnership, and, in 
doing so, gave the crowd a taste of blues 
not easily forgotten. It was all there on 
“Goin’ Down Slow”’: the wolf's towering, 
imposing bravado and deep, growling 
voice, along with Sumlin’s studied, 
sliding, string-bending guitar work. 

‘Now I did not say I had money like the 
millionaire,” says the Wolf, suddenly on 
his feet, pointing a finger, reciting in 
mock-admonition to the crowd. ‘But if I 
woulda kept all the money I spent, I 
woulda been a millionaire long time ago. 
But good times? Ummmn ummm... 


“Pleese write my mother 
tell her the shape I’m in 
My health is failing 

Lord I’m going down slow.” 


And in that sudden explosion of 
autobiography, coupled with a band sym- 
pathetic to the point of oneness, it’s clear 
that Wolf, miles removed from Mississip- 
pi, is solidly in his element, and that the 
model for the likes of Mick Jagger and 
Eric Burdon has set an example not likely 
to be equalled. No one else, to be sure, is 
coming up in cotton country at the knee of 
Charley Patton and the pews of Primitive 
Baptist. Who would take 10 years to 
refine his music in a day when record 
companies have more vinyl than they 


- know what to do with? Howlin’ Wolf’s 


birthday party for Joe’s Place, however, 
was no time for mourning. Even at 75 
cents a draught, it was a time for enjoying 
the fleeting opportunity to see a legend 
relaxing at home. Those at Joe’s deserve 
thanks.

J. Geils Band: BLOODSHOT (Atlan- 
tic SD7260) 


This is the album with which the J. 
Geils Band were to prove to the world 
they could cut the mustard in the recor- 
ding studio. After their first, superb 
rhythm and blues effort (essentiallly cut 
live in the studio), they followed with a 
mediocre Ip and a high-voltage live album 
which made use of material from the first 
Ip. Meanwhile, they had garnered notorie- 
ty throughout the country as one of the 
looniest and most exciting stage acts 
around, about to make it big as soon as 
they had a top-notch album to back them 
up. 

To state it flatly, Bloodshot, though not 
a bad album, is neither as original or as 
musical as the first album, and is possibly 
the least exciting Ip the group has yet 
offered. The single, “Give It To Me,” 
given an extended treatment on the 
album, is a nice example of the J. Giels 
(read: Peter Wolf) sense of humor, though 
some people condemn the song as a rip-off 
of sorts. ‘House Party” begins with a 
classy, searing guitar riff and almost 
maintains momentum, while “Southside 
Shuffle” is a decent enough example of 
the good-time blues genre. 

Very little else in Bloodshot is worth 
listening to, unless you get off on Peter 


Wolf’s style of high school pornography, 
in which case you'll love “Don’t Try To 
Hide It.” 

In my opinion, the J. Geils Band once 
had a tremendous amount of promise. 
Magic Dick has chops like a weight- 
lifter’s biceps, and has done some truly in- 
novative things with his harp. J. Geils was 


once a fine blues guitarist, though you 


wouldn’t know it by listening to the 
cliches he grinds out today. Stephen 
Bladd is a strong drummer and Seth Just- 
man, the one member who has actually 
improved with the band, plays fine 
rhythm and blues keyboards. 

The band made a decision, though. 
before they made their first LP, that they 
wanted to make big money. They rehears- 
ed their act until it had absolutely no 
spontaneity, and as a result their music 
atrophied. The truth is that despite the 
bankruptcy of Bloodshot, the J. Geils 
Band will probably continue to wow the 
kiddies in the arenas until wine and 


downs go out of style.

Intruders: SAVE THE CHILDREN 
(Gamble 31991) 
It wasn’t too many years ago that Ken- 


ny Gamble used to have a little record 
store off of Broad and South St. in 


Philadelphia where he pushed the very 
first records he produced. Those early 
records were mainly Intruders, from the 
first one on Excel, through United and 
Together on the Gamble label in 1967. In 
fact it was the Intruders Cowboys To Girls 
that gave Gamble and his partner Leon 
Huff their first pop hit and brought atten- 
tion to the then developing “Sound of 
Philadelphia.” Since those early days, 
just six years ago, Gamble and Huff have 
come a long way, a distance of over 40 
million records, but while the O'Jays, the 
Blue Notes and Billy Paul (to name a few) 
have reaped the rewards of the Gamble 
and Huff touch, the Intruders have been 
waiting unremarkably in the back room. 
Quantity hasn’t been a problem, as 
countless singles have been released on 
the Gamble label, but quality has. Few of 
the 45’s in recent years have been more 
than B side material. It would take pages 
to explain the Intruders, Gamble and 
Huff and Philadelphia in their relation to 
each other. There’s a reason why G&H are 
in Philadelphia as opposed to Washington 
D.C. or New York. Suffice to say that in 
the land of South St., gangs, hoagies and 
Frank Rizzo, the Intruders are the 
premier teen soul group, a status they’ve 
maintained for six years, fending off stiff 
competition from the Delfonics. 

When G&H made their deal with 
Columbia last year, the Intruders were 
given a new lease on life. First a big R&B 
hit, “Win, Place or Show,” last summer 
with superb novelty effects (remember 
the Soul Survivors “Expressway to Your 
Heart?’’) and now a new album, given the 
full G&H treatment. 

The Intruders appeal has always rested 
on their blatantly greasy-adolescent lyrics 
(“Love is Like A Baseball Game.” “‘Cow- 
boys To Girls”) and G&H have captured 
that on Save the Children while at the 
same time adding classy arrangements 
that many of the previous Intruders 
records lacked. “I'll Always Love My 
Mama” contains one of the most attrac- 
tive bridges that has come out of 
Philadelphia, a steady reworking of 
Smokey’s “Tears of A Clown”’ intro with a 
chugging rhythm section. It’s the first 
successful uptempo Intruder record. More 
important though is the song itself, an 
even more direct comment on the black 


family than “Papa Was A Rolling Stone” 
and certainly a much more grassroots re- 
phrasing of the theme. Paul Simon’s 
“Mother and Child Reunion” is given the 
Spinners sound, while “Hang On In 
There,” “To Be Happy Is The Real 
Thing” and “I Wanna Know Your Name” 
are appealing in their oily innocuousness. 
This is easily the most appealing ofthe 
recent Gamble and Huff albums, if only 
because the Intruders have a real per- 
sonality, which the O’Jays and Blue 
Notes don’t. I'll even be more emphatic: I 
love this record and have practically worn 
out one side. In my house and my 
neighborhood one Intruders record is 

worth three albums by Al Green.

Here he has to mix four 
musicians and three voices, plus a few 
pre-recorded tapes, and the sound 
becomes sludge. Wakeman is constantly 
undermixed and the organ has too mild a 
tone (the difference is most apparent 
when he plays the cathedral organ part of 
“‘Close to the Edge” along with the tape of 
same. The mixture is an embarrassment 
— the tapes were necessary to do such a 

' production number, and due to Offord’s 
clumsy handling it emerges as the 
album’s only serious pratfall), and the 
drums have the tonality of cardboard. 
Besides, say what you will, Alan White 
does not understand what he’s working 
with, and his overkill drumming makes 
me long for the days of Bill Bruford. It 
seems one of the criticisms too often ex- 
pressed of Yes is that they are inhuman, 
and they recorded this album to prove 
that they can be human, too — except 
that, to them, being human means mak- 
ing mistakes. 

Oh, for the days when the Yes listened 
to their audiences and themselves. Yet 
the larger-than- life quality they and their 
music possess ultimately rescues this 
album. They have not forsaken their 
earlier work, for they tamper with the 
themes and melodies not at all, but 
neither have they matched it with any 
new contributions. (Exactly one track is 
new to the Yes repertory: Wakeman’s 
“Excerpts from The Six Wivés of Henry 
VIIT,” riffs from wives I, III, VI, the chase 
scene from ‘““Temperament of Mind,” and 

‘the “Hallelujah” Chorus.) In the last 
analysis, the Yes are great artists, great 
enough to create out in the world — it is 
not totally necessary that they stay and 
paint only in their studio. But the album 
is no more than its title — Yessongs, Yes 
in yearbook fashion playing their 
numbers. It is Yes and their songs, not 
this LP, that I can love.

King Crimson: LARKS’ TONGUES 
IN ASPIC (Atlantic 7263) 


This peculiar disc offers broad stretches 
of fresh terrain. A lot of it is rocky, a sur- 
real landscape painting set to music. King 
Crimson pursues a path which leads to 
the discoveries of such explorers as Herbie 
Hancock and John Cage, yet does not fail 
to salt it with plenty of rock, although the 
latter element pops up in the most unlike- 
ly places. Take the title piece. Begins with 
a suggestion of the East in tiny percussive 
wind chimes; add a moody whistle, rev up 
the violin in simple tension-building 
isometrics, slide in a sick bass for a throa- 


\ty dose of heavy monster menace, in- 


troduce the singing computer; mix it up a 
little until we are waiting for a lunatic to 
jump out from behind a curtain with a 
bread knife, and then dissolve all in a 
magnificently ponderous march of rock 
bass, drums and guitar. 

Fripp makes stiff demands on the band 
to match his own solo experimentation. 
He encourages noise as music and in no 
other rock band has the incorporation of 
discordant sounds been so successful. 
New member violinist David Cross has 


found his groove already, tickling the, 


edges of unlearned noise as he saws away 
on two strings. As Fripp unwinds sharp, 
bitter, strumming solos, Cross draws out 
bitter, stringing violin smears. Together 
they build in intensity and density so that 
when a hole appears in their sound, it 
comes as revelation. 

Fripp’s mellotron technologically 
elemental but sophisticated when heard 
against the tapestry of the compositions. 
The band, unlike Yes, 


eschew safe 


the music of Miles Davis (and more 
directly, Herbie Hancock). 


“Book of Saturday” is 4 nice, typically 
cryptic little pop song with plaintive 
mellotron bottom; “Easy Money” is an 
admirable piece of pop theatre, a sort of 
“Those Were the Days” as sung by Per- 
pindiculoids from Planet D. Fripp 
marches his guitar right out here, going a 
shade mad in the intensity of his attack. 


“Larks’ Tongues Part II” is most 
revealing, with a very compelling 7/4 beat 
on top of which the guitar and violin alter- 
nate with the bass and drums in formal 
dashes to the Mountain of Madness. As 
is typical with English rock bands that 
utilize mellotron and resident geniuses, 
one needs a copy of Iolelleaioleallo’s Dic- 
tionary of Druidic Oath Words to 
decipher the lyrics.

So much electronic music sounds like 
rain, steam and speed that it is a pleasure 
to welcome this superlative Turnabout 
release featuring the musics of Mario 
Davidovsky and Barbara Kolb. Each has 
won nearly every prestigious musical 
award now available — and for good 
reason. Their very personal idioms — 
Davidovsky’s more thudding and 
scrambling and Kolb’s more spacey and 


No. 6 pit locally known pianist Robert 
Miller against a drip-drop tape, one of the 
more common strategies of mixed 
instrumental-electronic compositions. 
Each complements the other; one feels 
that the piano’s syncopations or lingering 
dissonances need only accelerate or be 
distended to become the electronic tapes 
percolations. This continuum of texture is 
also maintained in Synchronisms No. 5, 
scored for a larger ensemble. 

A melody fashioned from percussive 

“gestures is what is achieved in the two 
“synchronisms” as well as in the Elec- 
tronic Study No. 3 dedicated to Varese, 
the spiritual father of such techniques. 
Varese’s memory is well served, for 
Davidovsky discovers in the expressive 
possibilities of electronic tape all the tim- 
bral resource and inventiveness Varese 
found within the limitations of more 
traditional instrumentation. 

Davidovsky’s geometric, hard-edged 
sensibility contrasts nicely with Barbara 
Kolb’s lusher sonic disposition. Her 
Trobar Clus absorbs one in a wealth of 
seething figurative and timbral detail. 
Make no mistake, ‘““Trobar” will never 
give you that peculiar sense of prickly 
heat so typical a response of the post- 
Schoenberg era. Melody, real melody (!) 
is here welded by a whirring velvety flute 
line:into a pulsating mass of mandolins, 
violins, and bells that is exquisite in its 
unabashed voluptuousness. 

Kolb is completely unashamed by her 
music’s sensuous appeal, which is the 
feature of Solitaire for Piano, Vibraphone, 
and Tape. For fully 13'* minutes the 
piece oscillates around vague tonal 
centers hugged by the vibes’ hum. The 
piano’s endless trills and soothing 
repetitive motifs are skillfully blended 
into the tape echoes by astute pedalling 
and figural ostinatoes. Several quotations 
from Chopin break through these mists, a 
pleasant memory etched into the fuz- 
ziness of a dream. Very fine. The recor- 
ding and the performances of ensembles 
and soloists is nothing short of superb.

Dream Song, the Proposition Theater’s 
new one-act children’s opera, is adver- 
tised as family entertainment. I have a 
sneaking suspicion that parents are more 
likely to enjoy it than their kids. 

The fact is that Dream Song satirizes 
opera and other such adult arts that its 
youthful audiences know precious little 
about. The seating in the theater is 
segregated — children in the front, 
parents in the back — and, frankly, most 
of the laughter and applause seems to be 
coming from the last few rows. The 
parents laugh hysterically, for example, 
upon the entrance of the “songbird of 
South Boston” who announces that she is 
open for business ‘‘when there are trills to 
be trilled, chants to be chanted, or hymns 
to be hum.” They appreciate the antics of 
the chorus that berates one opera singer, 
“Don’t sing in French! We hate French!” 

And as for the children, though they 
thoroughly enjoy the endless sight gags 

. and vocal antics, most of them have never 
heard Jolson. Consequently, they seem to 
find the forty-five minutes of Dream Song 
a bit too long and its big words (such as 
“naive”, “degradation”, and “‘persevere’’) 
somewhat bewildering. Indeed, as the 
opera — and the children’s attention 
spans — neared conclusion last Saturday 
afternoon, several fights broke out among 
the more restless of these theatergoers and 
parents had to be called in to discipline 


the audience. : 
At any rate, the opera itself deals with 


the fantasies of a particularly sleepy 
young man who won’t get out of bed until 
he has successfully completed his rather 
complex dream. In this dreamworld of 
his, the man becomes a singing king 
whose throne is threatened when South 
Boston’s own songbird, Susan Philby, 
dares to challenge His Majesty’s operatic 
ability. After many complications, the 
king does not retain his crown and learns 
a moral which goes something like this: 
“Don’t try to prove yourself— just rule 
with your heart.” I’m not too sure what it 
all means but I do know that the spirited 
actors manage to display their con- 
siderable vocal talent as they bungle their 
way through the tortuous plot. 

The songs they must sing are cheery 
and light-hearted if not particularly 
memorable. Composer John Forster wrote 


the, Hasty Pudding show Bottoms Up 
when he was at Harvard in 1969 and his 
Dream Song score seems very much in the 
Pudding tradition. There are several zip- 
py patter songs — “The State of My 
State” and “Let’s Hear Another Verse” 
are two — but Forster’s music further 
conforms to the Pudding pattern in that 
most of his songs sound vaguely as if they 
have been written before with different 
lyrics and by different composers. 

Despite their doubtful origin, the songs 
are as much fun as the delightful per- 
formers. Still, children are only children 
and I can’t help thinking that Dream 
Song may prove too sophisticated for the 
toddlers while not sophisticated enough 
for their parents.

“Dream So 


‘Flukes’: A Wail for Whales

A fluke is a fortunate accident, a har- 
poon, a spear, gr the tail of a whale. 
Taken another way, it is the tale of the 
end of the whalé...“‘Flukes’’, a theatrical 
revue bv a budding Boston playwright, 
Phoebe Wrav. 

It’s a funny, satirical, at times absurd 
collection of sketches with a very serious 
message...that the whale is in big trouble 
and vou better get off your fluke and do 
something about it. 

Whale oil is used in the manufacture of 
5O percent of Europe’s margarine. It is 
also used for dog food, car wax, cosmetics, 
medicine and shoe polish. Whaling on a 
large scale began in the 18th century but 
hefore the 20th century, whalers were 
lucky to take one whale a month. Now 
modern whaling ships can and do kill one 
whale everv twelve minutes. 

“Flukes’’, first performed last spring at 
the Boston Conservatory of Music, will 
play in New York at La Mama’s Ex- 
perimental Theatre, June 6-10. And to get 
the cast in the proper mood for the show, 
Ms. Wrav took ‘“‘Flukes” to the sea last 
week. Driving to Rockport, the 34-year- 
old BCM teacher-student talked long and 
earnestly about ‘“Flukes” and her com- 
mittment to whales. 

“I had a personal encounter with a 
whale once and I think that’s why whales. 
It’s hard to imagine what it’s like to see a 
whale...I saw one while fishing from a 
small boat with my brother and father in 
Bodega Bay, Calif. 

“That was when I was in high school. I 
didn’t know that thev were endangered or 
anvthing then...it came so close...it kept 
breeching and spraving and we kept feel- 


ing the drops of water in our boat. It was 
showing off, playing, but I didn’t know it 
at the ‘time... it kept coming closer, closer, 
closer to us...it was just terrifying.” 

Ms. Wray savs she’s been vitally in- 
terested in conservation—especially 
wildlife conservation-——since she was nine. 
“When I was nine, I and mv cronies of the 
same age had a little conservation club. 
We made armbands for it and everything 
and would feed the animals in the winter 
to keep them from starving.” 

Then last vear the opportunity to direct 
a major piece at the Conservatory: 
presented itself. When the department 
chairman agreed that she might do an 
original show, ‘“Flukes” was born. 

“Usually the major problem with 


' agitation-propoganda plays,” Ms. Wray 


realized, ‘‘is that thev’re so terribly 
bloody heavy-handed. You go and give 


‘them a message but people turn it off or 


thev’re offended. But I don’t think 
anvbody can he offended by the way 
“Flukes” is set up because they get con- 
stantlyv taken by surprise and if they don’t 
connect with one sketch, they may with 
the next.” 


The show is set up as a revue with about 
20 separate pieces including songs, move- 
ment pieces, blackouts, poems and‘ 
sketches. Statistical, factual information 
about the problems of the whale is slipped 
in when nobody is looking or ready for it. 
“They don’t know what they’ve swallow- 
ed until it’s digested.” 

A light singing-dancing Broadway type 
“By the Sea” number gets the audience 
hyped up and very entertained. ‘Then we 


zap them with a dramatic poem about the 
revenge nature will take on man for his 
destructiveness.” 

“So when it slips/ feeling into super- 
depth/ unable to find/in the vast web of 
waters/ a brother or a mother/ or a mate./ 
the rest of the animal world/ will have to 
sav/ enough...” 


The poem, written by Ms. Wray. deals 
with more than the whale problem. 

‘Pigeons will peck the eves/ of bovs who 
stoned them:/ ladies in leopard coats will 
he mutilated in. davlight/ by legions of 
Siamese cats:/ our faithful dogs/ will wag 
their tails/ and eat us.” 

Whales aren’t the only mammals in 
danger of extinction. Certain species of 
hirds. wolves, and big cats could also pass 
into oblivion, Ms. Wray says. ‘““What I 
want to do, what I’m setting up, is a thing 
called ESP, Endangered Species Produc- 
tions. which will include separate plays 
about wolves, big cats. birds and other 
animals threatened with extinction. My 
next play will be about wolves.” And Ms. 

rav is fully aware of the double enten- 
dres that one opens up. 

She intends to take the company to 
high schools and fund-raising ecology af- 
fairs to be used as both an educational 
and entertainment tool. What she hopes 
to create in her audience is just 2 higher 
consciousness—an awareness that the 
natural halance is being robbed by man. 

“First. thev can help by giving monev 
to the groups who are lobbving for 
change...but it helps somewhere. 
somehow, just to make them aware that 
there is a problem.” 
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Dance: Pilobolus’ Mass Movement

Pilobolus Dance Theatre is the brain 
child of four young men. With such un- 
isexual parentage, no wonder that the 
offspring is something of a bizarre but 
happy mutant. The four men — Robby 
Barnett, Lee Harris, Robb Pendleton, and 
Jonathan Wolken—have spawned a 
dance theatre style which draws strongly 
and primarily from two sources, gym- 
nastics and modern dance, and the final 
product is not entirely faithful to either. 
But although the men are neither first- 
rate gymnasts nor first-rate dancers, that 
is of minor significance, because what 
they have going for themselves are 
originality and a theatricality which make 
their works undeniably likeable 
despite—or perhaps because of—an 
almost collegiate exuberance. 

Their lead-off work at MIT’s Kresge 
Auditorium and again on a Saturday 
afternoon on the Radcliffe Common dur- 
ing the Harvard Square Arts Festival was 
the piece from which they draw their 
name: “Pilobolus”. Now, my Funk and 
Wagnalls tells me that the prefix “‘pilo-” 
has to do with “nerves which produce 
movement of the hairs” while “‘bolus’’ is 
“‘a small round lump or mass.” All very 
academic, but it does in truth have to do 
with the movement idea behind 
“Pilobolus” —the movement of mass. In 
this case, it is the mass of the four bodies 
together as they intertwine to produce 
human sculptures in silhouette—their 


dance trademark. The piece uses the 
shapes and forms of gymnastics and the 
flow of modern dance. It has a tidal quali- 
ty about it, a sense of swell and release. 
The movement requires sustained 
strength for the intricate poses which 
evolve and last just a few seconds before 
melting into another form. The four men 
are clad in unitards of bright colors, and 
the one in red is distinguished by a snug 
cap and goggles, a sort of crazy Red Baron 
flying over a sea of philosophically reason- 
ed movement. 

With one exception, the other group 
pieces rely on the same sorts of movement 
with minor variations in production. 
‘‘Anaendrom” utilizes a stage setting 
which consists of a suspended circular sw- 
ing flanked by two large white cubes, one 
on stilts, from which the men emerge. 
There is a lot of emergence and birth im- 
agery to be found in the repertoire. And 
there are creaturish movement and 
animalistic sounds in the electronic 
scores. The costuming for the four in- 
cludes black turtlenecks and those 
frivolous, ugly ladies’ swim caps—the 
kind with the plastic pink and purple 
flopping flowers. And was it plastic or 
bubblegum which periodically escaped 
from the mouth of one aberrant member 
at various points in the dance? 

“Ocellus” is a slower, more serious 
dance in which the sustained tension is 
more obvious, largely because of the

costuming—flesh-colored tights which ex- 
pose and emphasize the straining arm and 
leg muscles. And similarly, there is the 
finale “Spyrogyra” in which Robby 
Barnett whips himself horizontally over 
two of the others, a sort of strangely gym- 
nastic leapfrog. This is the most physical- 
ly daring of the works but it lacks the 
thrill of finely controlled gymnastic move- 
ment. 
“Walklyndon” is a group piece of a 
totally different nature. A broadly funny, 


almost slapstick work, it consists of the 
four striding in mannered styles across 
the expanse of the stage. The piece hints 
at the posture of the male ego when con- 
fronted with other members of the 
species. In one instance, two men with 
paunches suddenly catch sight of one 
another and self-consciously take very 
deep breaths to obtain that he-man 
posture which immediatelv collapses once 
thev are out of sight of one another. 
Alison Becker Chase and Martha 
Clarke are. new additions to the 
Pilobolus Dance ‘Theatre. ostensibly on 
the program to give contrast to the 
otherwise masculine atmosphere. Their 
“Cameo,” done in fragile white net 
dresses rescued from a grandmother’s at- 
tic. was a dance whose strongest quality 
was that it often had a lovely sense of 


_ sweep and flow in its large circles which 


traces the stage’s perimeter. 

The program at Kresge seemed a bit 
long. the group works too similar in style, 
pacing and length, and the fact that the 
nine dances are done either to silence or 
to electronic music does little to further 
their attempts at variation.

However, for a company which has 


been together less than two vears—which 
ain’t long—the results are nothing less 
than wonderful, and the members of 
Pilobolus have fashioned from the forms 
of human movement a distinct stvle—and 
it is all their own. 
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Motherwell, Metaphor,and the Thing: Itself

The Boston Museum of Fine Arts is 
currently showing a remarkable group of 
collages by the eminent contemporary 


painter Robert Motherwell. The impor- . 


tance of Motherwell’s collages is that they 
demonstrate the possibility of non-cubist 
collage. 

The collage technique, which consists 
of attaching extraneous bits of material, 
usually flat, to the surface of a picture, 
was developed by Picasso and Braque as 
an adjunct to Cubism. As the first Cubist 
painters, Picasso and Braque apparently 
felt that the already highly developed 
techniques of representation available to 
painting bypassed the reality of the world 
they experienced. Their experience, as 
painters, included representations of 
things on an equal footing with things 
themselves. (Now we all experience that 
kind of parity in so far as television in- 
fluences our lives.) It became necessary 
for them to incorporate into their works 
acknowledgements that representation 
was an issue for them. And such 
acknowledgements made possible the 
departure, as in the early Cubist pictures, 
from the depiction of appearances. The 
Cubist style allowed them to state that 
representation of an experience was still 
the subject of their art without their hav- 
ing to depict the experience in a 
traditional image. 

The collage method allowed them first 
to call attention to the picture surface, 
and to the fact that touch is very impor- 
tant to a small painting. But more impor- 
tant, collage allowed Picasso to make pic- 
tures which were, so to speak, critically 
self-conscious about what they were do- 
ing. A good Picasso collage tells you that 
what it is doing in representing spatial 
phenomena on a flat surface, and it also 
indicates the means by which this is done. 
Picasso and Braque used collage 
elements, in other words, to depict or 
describe the process of representation. 

A further point made by Picasso in his 
use of collage is that representation is a 
matter of adequate substitution, putting 
something-in place of something else, a 


portrait in place of its real subject, or a 
word in place of an object. 

Robert Motherwell’s collages take ad- 
vantage of all these achievements, but 
they derive especially from one aspect of 
Cubist collage that is more difficult to 
describe. The recognition that Picasso 
made in his Cubist pictures is that for 
painting to continue as a vital art, it has 


illusion of space. A collage element, such 
as a theater ticket thus served the in- 
terests of Picasso very well because a 
piece of paper with print on it obviously 
leads elsewhere in metaphorical_ terms, 
while it remains a scrap of paper pasted 
on the surface of a picture. 
Motherwell’s collages over the years 
break down the identification of space

to acknowledge or account for certain 
literal facts about itself. The Cubist 
technique and the collage technique that 
extended it present a picture as an in- 
terweaving of literal and figurative, or 
associative or illusionistic, elements. The 
shallow, crumpled space of most analytic 
Cubist paintings presents the 
metaphorical combination of the literal 
and non-literal aspects of a@ picture very 
well. The literal aspects become iden- 
tified with affirmations of surface (since 
any painting is literally just pigment on a 
surface), while the associative, non-literal 
aspects of a picture are identified with the 


with what is metaphorical or associative 
in pictures and the identification of 
literalness with surface. 

The brilliance of Motherwell’s best 
collages is in that they reveal the picture 
surface and picture space as continuous in 
a special. sense, namely that both dimen- 
sions cohere because of their essential 
associative power. Even the flattest of 
Motherwell’s collages, such as ‘The 
America Cup” (1964) declare the fact that 
a picture’s surface, if it is handled proper- 
ly, becomes a place where everything is 
potentially something other than it 
appears to be, everypoints elsewhere, and 


not necessarily outside the picture. In 
what I think are the finest works in the 
show, such as “Art Bulletin Collage, with 
Cross,’’ even color is revealed as 
something that is associative in itself, 
that special care has to be taken for color 
not to be associated with something we 
see in the world. There is really no spatial 
illusion in the green field of ‘Art Bulletin 
Collage,” but its richness just naturally 
seems to pertain to other experiences of 
green. There is also a resonance between 
the green field and the bright swatch of 
red that overlaps the cohre cross drawn on 
the pasted Art Bulletin page. The journal 
page is from an article on “Literature on 
Chartres,” which makes the ochre cross 
seem fitting. But the red shape attached 
to the cross immediately calls to mind the 
Rose and Cross, the Rosicrucian sym- 
bolism that was part of the vocabulary of 
19th Century Symbolist art. 


~It is possible to see Motherwell’s 
collages as explicating the modernism of 
the collage technique, as suggesting why 
collage developed only with the 
emergence of modernist painting: The 
movement in them is from a on of 
space itself as a fit metaphor for the 
associative cohesion of experience, to a 
sense of overlapping dimensions, literal 
and associative, within which experience 
occurs. But where the implication of 
traditional. Western painting is that ex- 
perience takes place within the space 
represented in pictures, the suggestion of 
Motherwell’s collages (and of other 
modernist works as well) is that ex- 
perience is defined by our incessant shif- 
ting between the literal and metaphorical 
regard for what we encounter in the world 
(including other people’s- behavior). 
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Books: Sam Johnson and John Brown 


Samuel Johnson: His Friends and 
Enemies by Peter Quennell. 
American Heritage; 272 pp. $12.95. 

Samuel Johnson has become a man 
increasingly more read about than read. 
Like Oscar Wilde, he gave his genius to 
his life and reserved his talent for his art. 
His prose and poetry may reflect that 
genius, yet seldom so richly and accurate- 
ly as his recorded conversation. 

The wit he displayed has furnished the 
lone redeeming feature of so many dismal 
scholarly resurrections (nee critical 
biographies). Peter Quennell has ven- 
tured to add yet another volume to the 
immense Johnsonian bibliography. His 
acknowledged intent was to produce a 
literary conversation piece in which the 
Great Man stands at the center of the pic- 
ture, surrounded by his friends and 
enemies. What he has created instead is 
not so much a-simple collage of colorful 
and imposing figures, but a cogent drama 
in which men and women, long dead, 
have once again opened their mouths. 

With the economy of a good fiction 
writer, Quennell begins his narrative with 
a lively account of Henry Thrale. Squire 
Henry was a member of the ascendant 
bourgeoisie, a sober brewer whose sole 
claim to charm derived from his keen 
sense of discretion. His name and memory 
have been salvaged from oblivion because 
of his prosperous estate, Streatham Park, 
where Johnson lives as a guest and held 
court for his last twenty years. 

Although Johnson appreciated his 
host’s dignity and good breeding, it was 
his attraction to Mrs. Thrale that ul- 
timately drew him to Streatham Park. 
For he found in her a temperament splen- 
didly suited to his passion for good talk 
and his obsession with good food. In time 
his attachment to the woman he styled 
his Thralia dulcis evolved into a love that 
was as passionate and possessive as it was 
romantic and paternal. To her personal 
chronicle Thraliana, posterity (in this in- 
stance, Mr. Quennell) owes some curious 
insights into Johnson’s sexual and 


Not only did he grow to love his mis- 
tress passionately; he came to trust her 
implicitly. So much so that he confided to 
her “‘a Secret far dearer to him than his 
life.” Quennell suggests that the secret he 
imparted to her concerned his belief that 
he was irrevocably and ineluctably going 
mad. 

Johnson’s morbid fear of madness was 
notorious. Boswell refers repeatedly to the 
“diseased imagination” that so often 
afflicted his spirit. With the help of 
Hester Thrale, Quennell shows the extent 
to which his chronic melancholia afflicted 
his body as well. 

More significant than his dread of 
madness, for instance, were the measures 
he adopted to check it. Believing as he did 
that a lunatic required restraint and dis- 
cipline, Johnson implored Mrs. Thrale to 
act as his jailer and occasionally re- 
quested that she bind and beat him. His 
hostess reluctantly complied and agreed 
to conceal the exact nature of his malady 
from the rest of the world. 


His effort to subdue his supposed 


madness was part of a larger struggle to 
suppress and conceal an overwhelming 
capacity for self-contempt. Johnson had 
long associated melancholy, and the 
solitude that usually accompanied it, 
with a sinful and luxurious imagination. 
And if he shuddered at the prospect of his 
own sin, no less appalling was the thought 
that he might be deemed worthless and 
damned eternally. Quennell pursues this 
notion even further and shows how his 
struggle to suppress these feelings of utter 
worthlessness shaped many of his 
passions and prejudices and ultimately 
undermined much of his art. 

However, Quennell is more concerned 
with those desperate flights from solitude 
that landed his hero in the company of his 
contemporaries. Drawing freely from a 
number of sources, he introduces many of 
the greater and lesser men and women 
that he supported or denounced. He edits 
and manipulates his material in order to 
create dramatic situations and dialogues 
that most fully illumine the people in- 


volved. The ease with which he manages 
his drama makes his book the most enter- 
taining and revealing Johnson this side of 
Boswell. 

Quennell is less effective the further he 
strays from his hero. His portrait of Fanny 
Burney, a minor eighteenth century 
novelist, is too long, while his analysis of 
her novel, Evelina, is downright tedious. 
The chapter on David Hume is poorly 
proportioned and never wholly integrated 
into the rest of the narrative. Similarly, 
his account of Johnson’s brief and un- 
eventful encounter with Mary 
Wollstonecraft appears to be a largely 
gratuitous addition. 

Happily, Quennell has not succumbed 
to the inclination, apparent in so many 
critical scholars, to regard his hero with 
the deferential awe that a Roman 
Catholic priest customarily reserves for 
High Mass. Nor does he feel compelled to 
treat his subject with a bemused and 
tolerant condescension. His Johnson book 
is thoroughly readable, amply and 
tastefully illustrated, and will appeal to 
eighteenth century aficionados and 
drama lovers alike. At $12.95 a throw, the 
price of the book may be prohibitive, and 
you might wait until it comes to your local 
library, although you probably will not 
want to wait for Ken Russell or Robert 


Bolt to film it. John Strahinich 


The Old Man: John Brown at 
Harper’s Ferry by Truman Nelson. 
Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 1973. 

The temptation is to write that Truman 
Nelson’s story of old John Brown is an ex- 
cellent book. It is well-intended. Nelson 
wants to show that the man whose bodv 
lay in a New York grave while his soul 
eventually marched all over Dixie in the 
Civil War was not a fanatic but a genuine 
American revolutionary. It is colorful and 
not unstylish: we get to find out how 
everyone concerned with Brown’s crow- 
ning venture woke, slept, ate, dressed, 
talked, stood, or fell — all in the course of 
only 300 pages. 

But Nelson’s latest work, unfortunate- 


ly, remains a mediocre effort when com- 
pared even to other recently published, 
equally well intended, colorful, and 
honestly documented works of revisionist 
history, a radical academic art that has 
flourished since William Appleman 
Williams, the Beards before him, and 
others took up their pens to break down 
the barriers that one-dimensional 
patriotism had built to impede a careful 
appraisal of our past as a nation. 

Thus, in the Old Man, we get not a 
biography showing John Brown’s growth 
from youthful idealist to Quaker pacifist 
to odds-be-damned revolutionist, nor a 
detailed account of the period of 
American History preceeding the Civil 
War, nor a political theory explaining the 
import of revolutionary ideas circulating 
through slave-holding, Indian-killing 
America; rather, we have a brief picture of 
“the gaunt” hero on the bloodspattered 
wheatfields of Kansas/Nebraska circa 
1850, progressing as the gaunt hero to act 
out his revolutionist’s dreams on a rambl- 
ing Virginia farm, in the unprepared 
arsenal he seized from drunken guards at 
Harper’s Ferry, while languishing at the 
county jail after being unfortunately cap- 
tured, while orating at the state 
courthouse during his trial for treason, 
while speaking at his last press con- 
ference, and while dying at the 
dramatic hanging. 

Nelson overly admires Brown, yet what 
we get might have made a good short 
story, or the action script for a film of 
Brown’s life, or, perhaps, a kind of child’s 
history (which the author might have also 
intended). Its effect is not quite maudlin 
but the work is pablum, and it does not 
really show John Brown’s role as a 
profoundly influential character. in this 
country’s real story, nor even tell of his 
effect on such recent revolutionists as the 
Weatherman underground, nor explain 
Brown’s lesson in trying to change this 
country by force of arms if necessary. 
That task, apparently, remains un-

Television studios regard 
horror movies as a kind of joke;

The widely 
syndicated Shock Theatre, 
originating at KDKA in 
Pittsburgh, originally presented 
a mere grinning skull whose off- 
camera comments were leeringly 
excessive. 

Since the general quality of 
horror films is appallingly low, 


and the few good productions 
can only be milked so many 
times a year, studios felt 
obligated to vitiate their em- 
barassment by providing a clown 
who would offer inane commen- 
tary during commerical breaks. 
Given the low quality of many 
horror films, it is not unexpected 
that the horror show host has 
become more of an attraction 
than the movie itself. 

The prime exponent of the 
horror show host is Cleveland’s 
Ron Sweed, a.k.a. Ghoul,” 
who can be seen locally every 
Friday night on Channel 56. 
Sweed’s presentation is a mix- 
ture of the immature, the out- 
rageous, and the viciously 
satirical. Driven by some inner 
need to justify his presence, 
Sweed strips himself before his 
unseen audience. He is the 


classic example of the clown who 
will do anything for a laugh. His 
screams, his use of obnoxious 
polka music, his constant 
ridiculing of the President all 
attest to a philosphy that places 
viewer reaction above all else. 

Sweed admits that he was 
driven to his extreme histrionics 
by the awful quality of the shows 
he was being given. “I knew 
nobody could stand to watch 
those Japanese monster films so 
I had to get my part of the show 
as outrageous as possible to 
make people tune in. The shows 


‘they give me are the worst 


movies ever made.’’ Sweed 
repeatedly points this out to his 
audience, chastising them for 
watching. ‘‘You think I’m 
stupid?” he asks after par- 
ticularly annoying pieces of 
juvenilism. ‘‘Well what about 
you guys? You’re the ones who 
are watching this movie!”
